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TEACHING TRADES TO EX-SERVICE CONSUMPTIVES. 

Many former Service men are benefitting by the help- 
ful, charitable work of the New York Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, of New York city, whose object is the preven- 
tion and cure of tuberculosis. In a model workshop at 
Long Island City, N.Y., sufferers are taught the trades 
of watch and jewelry repairing and cabinet making. 
These trades are deemed more desirable because not in- 
jurious to the lungs. The work is carried on under the 
best sanitary conditions, a rest room is provided and 
meals are served at cost. All applicants are subjected 
to a thorough medical examination before admission. 
Schools for pre-vocational training in certain sanatoria, 
at Loomis, Otisville and Gaylord Farm, N.Y., are con- 
ducted by the association, where preliminary instruc- 
tion is given to the patient and he is transferred to the 
workshop at New York city as soon as his physical con- 
dition permits. It was due to the Federal Board for 
Vocational Training which had on its list a number of 
former Service men who are suffering or recovering from 
tuberculosis that the New York Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and the National Tuberculosis Association ar- 
ranged that a workshop for such industrial rehabilitation 
was established at Long Island City. Among the mem- 
bers and officers of the association are.-many well known 
New York professional and business men.

OUR SOLDIER DEAD. 
Plans for National Cemeteries. 


The Secretary of War has approved the action of the 
War Memorials Council with reference to the number of 
permanent cemeteries to be established overseas for our 
soldier dead. ‘There will be four permanent cemeteries 
on the Continent of Europe: at Suresnes, on the out- 
skirts of Paris, Romagne in the Argonne region, Belleau 
Wood, and at Bony in the Department of the Aisne, 
which shall be known as “Flanders Field.” There will 
also be established one permanent cemetery near London 
for those who died in Great Britain while en route to 
France. In these cemeteries there shall be no grouping 
of bodies on the basis of military commission or rank 
and there shall be no variation in the Government head- 
stones recently approved for graves of our dead, save in 
the individual inscriptions now authorized by statute 
and regulations, or necessary to indicate service, in the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps, except that there may be 
placed within the rosette at the head of each stone an 
emblem of religious faith to differentiate the Christian 
from the Jewish dead, such as the Cross or the “Star 
of David.” No memorial will be permitted in the per- 
manent American Military Cemeteries, unless the designs 
are first approved by the Secretary of War, and indi- 
viduals and organizations are advised not to solicit or 
accept contributions for such memorials without first 
having such approval. This course was taken in order 
to avoid duplication, lack of symmetry, and to utilize 
the best artistic advice available. After the bodies of 
our dead shall have been evacuated to their former homes 
or to permanent cemeteries, tablets will be erected mark- 
ing the location of all the American cemeteries estab- 
lished in Europe in the World War. ‘The council also 
expressed conviction that the time had arrived for the 
adoption of a comprehensive scheme for the completion 
of the forestration and beautification of the undeveloped 
sections of Arlington National Cemetery and that Con- 
gress should be asked to give its consideration to this 
project and to provide for the improvement of National 
Cemeteries in the United States in as generous a man- 
ner as is being done for similar projects in Europe. The 
plan to provide a rest room at Arlington or Fort Myer, 
to be used in connection with the hostess work in behalf 
of relations visiting Washington or Arlington for the 
burial of the dead, was approved. The necessity for such 
a rest room has been manifest where the relatives of the 
dead were aged or infirm. 


Changing Attitude in Regard to Soldier Dead. 


Major C. C. Pierce, U.S.A., Chief of the Cemeterial 
Division, Quartermaster Corps, states that relatives of 
the soldier dead are getting a better understanding of 
what is being done and as a consequence there is little 
expression of dissatisfaction. ‘Those who last winter 
were hostile and accused the War Department of not 
keeping faith in its promise to relatives in regard to 
the return of their dead have completely changed their 
attitude, and many letters are now being ‘received ex- 
pressing entire satisfaction with what is being done. 


Some are going abroad to inspect personally conditions 
in France. When they see the beautiful American cem- 
eteries and observe with what tenderness the graves are 
watched over and cared for they have no desire to have 
the bodies of their relatives returned. Major Pierce re- 
ports that numerous requests are coming in from those 
who go abroad asking that the bodies be allowed to re- 
main in France, even though they had previously re- 
quested that they be brought back. 

There is another class, however, composed of those 
who, when they observe the good conditions under 
which the bodies of kin or friends have been returned, 
change their minds and want their own soldier dead re- 
turned also. As the matter now stands, approximately 
a total of 50,000 bodies will be brought back to America, 
and some 25,000 will remain in the permanent ceme- 
teries in France and England. There are four American 
cemeteries in France and one small one on the outskirts 
of London which will contain some 550 bodies of Amer- 
ican dead. A section of the Cemeterial Division at 
Washington has recently been transferred to Hoboken, 
N.J., where the bodies are landed, in order to expedite 
the forwarding of the shipments to the proper destina- 
tion in this country. Major Pierce states that from 
all indications the appropriation asked for and granted 
for the work of returning the soldier dead will be ade- 
quate and every precaution is being exercised to keep 
within the original estimate. Sufficient caskets have 
been purchased for the entire work of reinterring. Iden- 
tifications are being made daily of bodies heretofore un- 
known. After the work of exhuming all the bodies is 
completed it is planned to get out a pamphlet on the 
unknown dead giving all the data obtainable. This will 
show what has been collected from the bodies in the 
way of wearing apparel, jewelry or anything of the kind, 
any data as to body marks or as to appearance, and 
every bit of information that can be obtained that might 
lead to identification. A copy of this pamphlet will be 
circulated among the relatives with the request that they 
communicate with the Cemeterial Division if they dis- 
cover anything described which seems in any way to 
correspond with what they knew the deceased soldier to 
possess. It is believed that by such a course many clues 
will be obtained which will lead to absolute and certain 
identification. 


“Unknown” Allied Dead May Be Identified. 


As a result of the difficulty encountered by the French 


military authorities in selecting the body of an “un- 
known” soldier who died in the World War, for burial 
in the Pantheon at Paris on Armistice Day, the govern- 
ment is considering the advisability of opening the graves 
of 400,000 unidentified French soldiers, many of whom, 
it is now believed, may be identified, says a press mes- 
sage from Paris. The fact has just been announced 
that when a number of graves at Douamont, on the Ver- 
dun battlefield, supposed to contan unidentified soldiers, 
were opened not only was identification of the occu- 
pants established, but it was found that this was accom- 
plished without great difficulty. In consequence, it is 
hoped that many of the 400,000 buried there and the 
many elsewhere on French battlefields, may be com- 
pletely identified, much to the satisfaction of relatives 
and friends of the dead as well as of the government.

Minister of Pensions Maginot is willing to undertake 
the opening of the graves of these if the necessary ap- 
propriation is made by the government. The Frénch 
military authorities admit that in the hurry and con- 
fusion following a‘ battle attending the burial of many 
dead where they fell—and this, they assert, necessarily 
extends to the burial of many Americans and English 
soldiers—unavoidably laxity existed, attention having 
chiefly been given to identification disks, plaques and 
cards, which may have been indistinct or missing in the 
marking, in many cases, and not sufficient attention paid 
to the contents of the dead soldier’s pockets. In the ab- 
sence of other immediate identification, these articles 
were sent to the War Office for classification. Nothing 
bearing a name, number or other obvious means of 
identification being found, the body was at once classed 
as “unknown,” and buried beneath a simple cross. As 
a result of this system the French graves service head- 
quarters has a large collection of photographs, knives, 
purses, letters and other articles which may lead tq the 
identification of the bodies from which they were taken 
on battlefields, the relatives or friends of the dead hav- 
ing given up hope of identifying the fallen and missing. 
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Coats or ARMS FOR ARMY ORGANIZATIONS. 

In devising coats of arms of regiments and other or- 
ganizations of the Army, which are required by regula- 
tion, there appears to be a lack of knowledge of the ex- 
tent to which the War Department will be of assist- 


ance to the officers who are charged with this duty. 
Organizations would save time, trouble and expense if 
they were to refrain from taking up the question of 
coats of arms design with jewely firms until the design 
of coats of arms has been approved by the War Depart- 
ment. The history of units, Army feeling and heraldry 
are matters of military knowledge and consequently 
cannot well be as well understood by firms whose prin- 
cipal business is the supply of articles of civilian adorn- 
ment. If the assistance of the War Department is de- 
sired, therefore, officers charged with the design and 
procurement of coats of arms should supply the depart- 
ment with historical data—not necessarily the wars in 
which a regiment or organization has been engaged, as 
such data is on hand in the War Department—but data 
on matters pertaining to the organization occurring in 
wars, and especially episodes or feats of arms on which 
the organization prides itself, or which are traditional 
in such unit. ‘These should be described in detail. 
such data are sent in for approval they will be the sub- 
ject of critical study and the reply will give this criti- 
cism and point out wherein the design may be bettered. 
And if a design is requested it will be made on the 
basis of this critical study, of course without expense 
to the organization. It will also be historically correct, 
and serve to save time and expense and obviate the 
necessity of correcting in the War Department designs 
which fail of approval because they do not conform with 
facts of record in the War Department. The Histori- 
ean Branch of the General Staff, as we have recently 
pointed out, is at work on the records of all Army or- 
ganizations dating from the Revolutionary War, and 
new data is coming to light which will in many cases 
change the accepted histories of various organizations. 
A case in point was the tracing back and finally identi- 
fying the oldest battery of the Army—the Alexander 
Hamilton Battery—as noted on page 260, our issue of 
Nov. 6. Supplied with exact data, it is apparent that 
the War Department can render assistance in the de- 
sign of coats of arms as to the correctness of which 
there can be no criticism.

CoMBINED WATER AND RATION CART. 

Among the recent improvements in the equipment of 
the Army is the construction of a light vehicle which 
takes the place of both the ration cart and the water 
cart used in the Cavalry and Field Artillery troops. By 
this combination one man with one team performing 
the work of two men with two teams, thus reducing the 
expense of operation by half. This new vehicle is 
equipped with a bow over which the cover is drawn 
which is provided at the corners with a metal piece. 
This holds the two upright wood pieces in place, forms 
the turn at right angles at the top, and connects the 
wood piece across the top. The old bow was made of 
a single piece of wood bent to the proper shape, and 
when broken a whole new bow had to be provided in its 
place. With the use of this new construction it can be 
repaired as many times as desired and still retains its 
original strength. Another advantage is the brake. It 
is patterned after the automobile brake which does away 
with the friction on the tire. A forty-inch solid rubber- 
tired wheel trailer chassis is used, and the cart may be 
quickly converted from a trailer to a horse-drawn vehicle 
by substituting the wagon tongue for the connecting 
draw bar. It is capable of a fifty-eight degree turn, 
which is much shorter than the old style. While this 
new cart has now been adopted for use of the Field Ar- 
tillery and Cavalry only, it is being sent to the Infantry 
Board at Camp Benning for field tests to determine 
whether or not it will be practical for Infantry use. 
Lieut. Col. A. J. Dougherty, Office of the Chief of In- 
fantry, claims no connection with the old style carts, 
which were called the Dougherty carts, but in co-opera- 
tion with the Trail Mobile Company he is largely re- 
sponsible for the development of the present combination.

MILITARY COURTESY. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
6th Corps Area at Fort Sheridan, Ill., in a recent order 
dealing with military courtesy, etec., says, in part: 
“It is expected that all officers, members of the Army 
Nurse Corps, warrant officers and field clerks will main- 
tain a familiarity with the requirements of regulations 
governing saluting, particularly with paragraphs 282, 
283 and 284, Army Regulations, and by their observ- 
ance set a soldierly example to the enlisted men of the 
post. Fort Sheridan is still honored by the presence of 
many sick and wounded soldiers from the battlefields of 
the World War. The commanding general will set the 


example in showing special consideration to these dis- 


abled soldiers and will salute those who are unable to 
salute first as they would wish. It is desired that this 
policy characterize the officers of this command as a 
mark of respect to those men who have served so well. 
Beginning with the day after receipt of this order, 
and until further orders, fifteen minutes’ drill in salut- 
ing and explanation in military courtesy will be given 
each day at such time as may be deemed advisable by 
company and unit commanders, or by an officer selected 
for this purpose, to all enlisted men who have not re- 
ceived proper instructions, until such time as the men 
are considered competent and proficient.” 
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PAY STATUS OF REAR ADMIRALS. 
Comptroller's Decision on a Temporary Promotion. 


In upholding a disallowance made by the Auditor of 
the Treasury Department of the claim of Rear Admiral 
Charles P. Plunkett, U.S.N., for the difference between 
the pay and allowances of a rear admiral of the upper 
half and the pay and allowances of a rear admiral of the 
lower half for the period from April 7, 1919, to Jan. 7, 
1920, the Comptroller gives a history of the legislation 
affecting the “upper half” and “lower half” in the grade 
of rear admiral and of the pay status of the grade in 
those two divisions. According to the record . Admiral 
Plunkett, while holding the permanent rank of captain, 
was given a temporary commission as rear admiral from 
July 1, 1918, and a permanent commission in the same 
grade from April 7, 1919. The Auditor disallowed. the 
Admiral’s claim for the reason that “the Bureau of Navi- 
gation advises that Rear Admiral Plunkett ranks as a 
rear admiral on the permanent list from April 7, 1919, 
and that he is number 35 of the list of officers of his 
grade totaling 55 in number. He is therefore placed in 
the lower half of the list of rear admirals and entitled 
to the pay and allowances allowed by law for the rear 
admirals of the second nine.” , : 

All of the laws in regard to rear admirals’-pay and 
allowances are: based on the provision for only “eighteen 
line offices of rear admiral, exclusive of additional num- 
bers” that existed prior to Aug. 29, 1916, which ac- 
ecunts for the reference to the ‘“‘second.nine” in the above 
quoted disallowance of the Auditor. By the act of Aug. 
29, 1916, the number of line officers of rear admiral was 
increased “to a number exclusive of -additional numbers 
to be determined on the basis of the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Navy, and the method of promotion in 
course to said rank or grade was changed to a selection 
method.” ‘The Comptroller states: “‘It-is understood: that 
the Navy Department has determined that: the-author- 
ized number of offices of rear admiral of the line exciu- 
sive of additional numbers is 55, and this decision is 
predicated upon the assumption that said number is cor- 
rect. . The pay of the 27 offices of the upper half 
is fixed by the act at that formerly provided for the first 
nine rear admirals and that of the 28 offices 
of the lower half was made the same as that 'theretofore 
allowed by law for the second nine rear admirals.” 


Permanent Promotion Vacatcs Temporary. 


The Comptroller points out that officers receiving tem- 
porary promotion to the rank of rear admiral in accord- 
ance with the act of May 22, 1917, are legally invested 
with the office of rear admiral during the life of their 
commission as such; that they take rank for pay pur- 
poses at the bottom of the list of rear admirals when first 
appointed and move up as vacancies occur; and become 
entitled to the pay of the upper half “when no more 
than 26 officers, exclusive of additional numbers, hold an 
appointment as rear admiral antedating theirs.” He 
then states that: “The permanent promotion to the rank 
of rear admiral—of an officer holding a temporary ap- 
pointment as rear admiral is a termination of his tempo- 
rary appointment ‘directed by the President’ and his pay 
status upon receiving the permanent appointment as rear 
admiral is the same as though he had been selectcd from 
the list of permanent captains and had not held the tem- 
porary appointment as rear admiral. Therefore, the office 
he held as temporary is vacated,; officers below him on 
the list move up and, for pay purposes, he must go to 
the bottom of the list as it then exists. Under this pro- 
cedure an officer may be entitled to pay as of the upper 
half under his temporary appointment and upon receiy- 
ing his permanent appointment be entitled to pay as of 
the lower half only.” .. . 

“It has been contended that an officer holding the rank 
of rear admiral under a temporary appointment or com- 
mission should not receive pay as of the upper half so 
long as 27 or more rear admirals are holding permanent 
commissions as such on the active list. In other words, 


that upon each permanent pvomotion to the grade of rear 
admiral all officers of said grade serving under a tempo- 
rary appointment must drop back one number in lineal 
But I find nothing in the law to justify such con- 
“The limitation in the act of May 22, 


rank, 
Wht” wl Clie 
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1917, relative to the filling of vacancies by temporary 
promotion ‘until a sufficient number of officers shall be 
available for regular appointment or promotion,’ had ref- 
erence to the period during which such temporary pro- 
motions could be made and not to the period of dura- 
tion of the temporary promotions. An officer receiving 
a temporary promotion to the grade of rear admiral in 
accordance with the provisions of the statute is entitled, 
so long as he continues to serve under the temporary 
appointment, to the same consideration with respect to 
upper half pay as though he were serving under a per- 
manent or regular appointment of like date. This is 
not in contravention of Sve. 13 of tne act of May 22, 
1917, which reads: "Nothing conta:eed in this act sbail 
operate- to reduce the rank, pay, or allowances, that 
would have been received by any. persen in the Navy, 
Marine Corps or Coast Guard exeept for the passage—of 
this act,’ beeause when all temporary abpointments: au- 
thorized’ under said: act have been termimated .-. . 
each officer on-the list of rear admirals will-be. holding 
the same: rank and .receiving the same pay and allow- 
ances which he would have held and received if the aet 
of May 22, 1917, had -not been passed. I think this is 
all the seetion was intended to-accomplish. . . . In 
the case now under consideration it-may be true>that 
the officer- would~ have attained the’ upper: half at an 
earlier date if the act of May 22, 1917, had not. been 
passed, but it is also true that by reason of said. act he 
attained the rank or grade of-rear admiral. nine. months 
sooner than he would” have attained it otherwise, and 
unless ‘ the “difference between the - pay “and -allowances 
of the upper and lower half for the one peried:is greater 
than the difference between” the: pay-and aHowanees « of 


rear admiral and captain for the other peried.he:has . 


suffered no financial loss because of the passage of the 
act of May 22,1917. But be that as it may, I am of 
the opinion that Sec. 18 was not intended to prevent 
losses which possibly occur in this way. 

_ “Applying the rule as announced herein to the facts 
in Rear Admiral Plunkett's case as determined from 
information supplied by the Navy Department under 
date of Oct. 22, 1920, it would appear that om April 6, 
1919, his position on the list for pay purposes was num- 
ber 32, on April 7 it was 54, and on Jan. 7, 1920, the 
termination of the period covered by his claim, it was 
40. Therefore he is not entitled to pay as of the upper 
half during any part of the period covered by his claim.” 


Anomaly a Result of the Decision. 


At the Nayy Department the decision was expected 


, to.cause agitation transcending almost any dike -ingident - 


of recent years. .The result of the decision, it was stated, 
will be that for the purposes of pay flag officers of the 
Navy, the upper and the lower half, must be arranged 
in chronological order according to the latest .commis- 
sions as rear admiral. Some flag officers who have 
drawn upper half pay for.some months and who, after 
receiving temporary commissions as rear admirals, have 
since been .permanently commissioned as such, will be 
checked with the difference between upper and lower 
half. pay for the time in question. Other temporary 
rear admirals who have been. passed over for permanent 
promotion will, be. placed.in.the upper half. by virtue of 
the date of. their temporary. commissions and they: will 
receive back pay correspondingly. 


Junior in Pay May Be Senior in Rank. 


The Comptroller’s decision is diametrically opposed 
to the opinion of the Judge. Advocate General of the 
Navy in the Leslie B. Anderson case, in which the J.A. 
G. held that a permanent commission in the same grade 
accepted by_an officer holding.a temporary commission 
in that grade is y a. continuation or extension of 
rank and precedence held by. that officer by virtue of the 
date of his temporary commission. .The decision of the 
Comptroller will have the effect of rearranging the flag 
officers’ list for purposes of pay. It will unquestionably 
result in the anomalous situation of officers being junior 
in pay and senior in rank and vice versa.. The first tem- 
porary rear admiral was’ commissioned Aug. 31, 1917, 
and ‘it was stated.that. when the flag officers’ ‘list has 
been’ adjusted. in accordance with the Comptrolier’s de- 
cision it will have the appearance of a geometric puzzle. 
What recourse the flag officers may have is. problemati- 
cal. One solution was offered, that the Secretary void 
all temporary commissions of flag officers and immedi- 
ately issue- new temporary commissions, as he is au- 
thorized to do by ‘law, thereby abating the anomaly re- 
sulting from the ComptroHer’s decision in the case of 
Rear Admiral Plunkett:

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MISUSE: OF THE ARMY UNIFORM. 

ho question of a woman correspondent, “Is if true 
that the Government is loath to have the law against 
the wearing of the Army uniform by civilians en- 
forced?” contained in an item on page 296, our issue of 
Nov. 13, may be answered in the negative. Inquiry at 
Washington discloses ‘that the Department of Justice is 
alive to the situation described in the article in ques- 
tion and will shortly take steps to enforce the law, for 
enforcement is in the hands of this department and not 
the War Department. The War Department is co- 
operating with the Department of Justice in the pur- 
pose of abating misuse of the Army uniform. The War 


Department opinion is that in determining what should 
be considered distinctive parts of the Army uniform 





‘under Section 125, act of June 3, 1916, the following 


articles should be considered as embraced within the 
meaning of that act when these articles are made in 
conformity with the specifications and standard sam- 
ples or sufficiently close to them as to appear the same 
when worn: Uniform buttons, cap ornaments, collar 
insignia (letters “U.S.” and insignia of the arm of 
Service), insignia of rank and grade, white and olive 
drab caps, hat cords, overcoats, service coats, officers’ 
white coats, Army nurses’ Norfolk coat, Army nurses’ 
overcoat, Army nurses’ cape. Other articles considered 
not distinctive, sueh as shirts, trousers, breeches, leg- 
gins, shoes, boots, raincoats, denim working clothes, etc., 
are too apparently general to need specification in the 
list of articles of uniform coming under the prohibitive 
provisions of the act. The War Department does not 
object to the wearing of the Army overcoat if it has 
been dyed a different color from olive drab or if altered 
so that it is plainly evident that it is no longer a regu- 
lar Army garment. The same principle applies to the 
other articles which the department considers a distinc- 
tive part of the uniform; that is, if altered or dyed 
there can be no objection to their being worn by civil- 
1ans. 

The provisions of Section 125, act of June 3, 1916, 
are being violated in various ways and the observant 
citizen will be simply doing his duty in calling the at- 
tention of local authoritics to such violations, and for 


ee 


such acts the War Department will be grateful. But it 
must be remembered that the Federal authorities are 
charged with the enforcement of Federal luws. The atti- 
tude of the War Department toward the discharged sol- 
dier is one of pride in the man and his uniform, and 
the department expects that such attitude will be recip- 
rocated by the discharged soldier. If he is attending to 
his business in an orderly manner and employed in work 
which does not demean the uniform the War Depart- 
ment does not seek to have such a man imprisoned, be- 
cause it recognizes that for a time at least he may be 
compelled by circumstances to wear the uniform until 
he can provide himself with civilian clothing. The man 
shouk!, however, wear the red diseharge- chevron. If 
there was a movement to enforee the law-~ strimgently 
against soldiers who actually . served in the war. these

“Happy Sure’ ATMOSPHERE UrGED ‘UPON . NAVY. 

With the disturbance of Navy affairs in the last year 
gradually fading into recollection of an unhappy time, 
Navy officers on duty in. Washington are for turning: 
over that leaf and tacking it. down, and for taking a 
fresh start toward realizing the old “happy ship”. atmo- 
sphere in the Navy ashore. and. affoat. _ Recalling a 
statement of Senator Chandler that he- found the US. 
Navy a self-sustained organization, a high ranking offi- 





cer took to philosophizing on the uselessness of the. 


“grouch.” He estimated that perhaps one case of 
“grouch” among ten disgruntled ofticers of the Navy was 
justified, and that the nine others merely had - their 
“digestions, impaired” by absorbing. the woes of the one. 
While it was the prerogative of the Navy to “grouch 
in its own partieular sphere of activity, it was regret: 
table that this seeming discontent. was occasionally. car: 
ried outside, and resulted in wrong impressions. gaining 
ground’. among: civilians. ‘The “greuch’’ dried at: he 
Navy Department was an actuality difficult to over- 
come, said this officer, but he thought Navy officers 
ought to realize that the bureaus of the department con- 
stituted a mirror which reflected the officers on active 
duty on ships and at stations. Criticism and arraign- 
ment of the actions of the bureaus was, in his opinion, 
a footless exercise in throwing bricks at the mirror. 
Sinee the officer personnel of the Navy would .soon be 
called upon to assimilate about 1,200 new officers, he 
believed it’ advisable that Navy ‘rs resume = their 
usual good nature and their oldtime smiles, because that 
would aid their digestion and the assimilation of the 
new officers, make for the desired happy ship” and a 
high state of morale. He urges that the “grouch” be 
laid aside with the “bricks” and that the Establishment 
come to a state of cheerfulness now so much desired, for 
after all the problem of one is the problem of all, and 
the bureaus were having their troubles as well as the 
ships and stations.

RECENT DEATHS. 
MAJOR GEN. ERASMUS M. WEAVER, U.S.A. 


Major Gen. Erasmus Morgan Weaver, U.S.A., retired, 
«a former Chief of Coast Artillery, an officer of exceed- 
‘ingly high attainments, of courtly manner and greatly 
esteemed, died on Noy. 13, 1920, at his residence in the 
Farragut Apartments, Washington, D.C. He had beev 
suffering from heart trouble for two years and had been 
confined to his room since early last summer. Surviving 
him are his wife, formerly Miss Leize Holmes, of 
Charleston, S.C.; a son, Major Walter Reed Weaver, 
Air Ser. U.S.A., at present stationed at Mareh Fiying 
Vield, Calif.; two daughters, Mrs. Benjamin B. Sewall. 
of Glencoe, N.Y., and Mrs. William Watts Rose, of 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, and two grandchildren, William 
Watts Rose, jr., and Tersis Weaver Stearns. 

General Weaver was born in Lafayette. Ind.. May 23, 
1854, the son of Erasmus Morgan and Fanny M. Bangs 
Weaver. He was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in the 
class of 1875 and was assigned to the 2d Artillery. He 
was conspicuous throughout his career on the active 
list for his thorough, progressive and efficient discharge 
of his duties as an officer of Artillery. [le was a mem 


ber of the War Couneil, an honer graduate of the Ar- 


tillery School, served’ as a methber of the General Staff 
and was-one of. the -best informed officers of our Army. 
Under his administration as Chief. of Coast Artillery 
everything possible was done for its advancemcat. When 
he was retired for age May 23, 1918, he relinquished the 
office of Chief of Coast Artillery with the satisfaction of 
knowing that the United States had the most formidable 
coast defense armament in the world, and with a person- 
nel as highly trained and efficient as any body of artil- 
lery experts in the world. All of the forty-three years 
of active service of General Weaver had been passed 
with the Artillery arm except tours of duty as pro- 
fessor of military science and tactics at the Western 
Reserve College of Ohio and the Citadel Military Acad- 
emy, Charleston, S.C.; one tour of duty as instructor in 
the Department of Chemistry and Electricity at West 
Point, and three years in inaugurating, organizing ani 
developing the Division of Militia Affairs in the offic 
of the Secretary of War, now the Militia Bureau. ‘The 
time of his service covers the evolitionary period o! 
coast defense, from the primitive conditions ex stine 
after the Civil War to the highly specialized teen 'cal 
rystem of to-day. - 

General Weaver bocame Chief of Coast A\rtill vs 
March 13, 1911, when he succeeded Major Gen. Artin 
Murray. At that time General Weaver was 2 mea) 
of the General Staff and had been at the hea! of the 
old Division of Militia Affairs, where has was active } 
the important work of developing portions of th» Na 
tional Guard as Coast Artillery Reserves. Geucis! 
Weaver during th: War with Spain musiterd in 
Massachuseits Volunteers and was appointcd lientenant 
colonel of the 5th Massachusetts Volunteer Infantr 
July 1, 1898. He was honorably mustered out Maveh 
31, 1899. He was promoted colone] Dec. 4, 1900, and 
was appointed major general in July, 1916. 

(seneral Weaver was the author of “Notes on M'litary 
Mxplosives,” which he wrote in 1906. Le was a mem 
ber cof Monitor Lodge of the Masonic order, Waltham, 
Mass. At the time of his death he was a member of 
the Metropolitan and Chevy hase clubs, formerly he 
was affiliated with the Army and Navy Ciu) and the 
t‘osmos Club. Funeral services were held Nov. 16 ai St. 
John’s Episcopal Church. Interment was in Arlington 
National Cemetery with full military honors. Friends 
of General Weaver who were in his class at West Point 
acted as honorary pallbcarers, headed by Brig. (en. 
Fli D. Hoyle, U.S.A. 

In memoriam of General Weaver, “FE. D. Il.” writes: 
“With the death of General Weaver there has gon» over 
to the great majority one of the purest and noblest men 
vn earth, one of the ablest and most ellicient officers 
ever in our Army, full of years and honors and loved 
aud respected by many in civi llife and by a great multi 
tude of officers and soldiers who served with and under 
him during his long active service. Naturally sympa 
thetic and kindly inclined towards all, he performed 
every duty with urbanity, but strictly and conscien- 
tiously, always keeping in mind the best interests of the 
Service and his duty to the Government. It can be 
said with truth that he never, did an injusties t any 
individual, nor failed to approve, commend or reward 
the praiseworthy work of al] under his command. His 
public life was distinguished and most useful; his pri- 
vate life one long chapter of love and devotion to his 
family and friends. In character and standing he was 
a model and example fit for the best to follow. To those 
admitted to his intimate friendship he stood as a tower 
of strength in helpfulness, sympathy and love, and al- 
ways he held within his personality those traits and 
qualities which keep alive in others their faith in hu- 
manity and their hope in the progressive uplift of man- 
kind. The world is loser when such a man answers the 
last earthly summons, and of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.”

COL. GEORGE H. SANDS, U.S.A. 

Col. George H. Sands, U.S.A., retired, died at Walter 
Reed Hospital, Takoma Park, D.C., Nov. 10, 1920, fol- 
lowing an operation. He bore his troubles so bravely 
that a sudden termination was unexpected. Colone!) 
Sands was a son of Rear Admiral B. F. Sands and a 
brother of Rear Admiral Hoban Sands, U.S.N. One o* 
his sisters was the wife of Rear. Admiral Franklin. His 
own wife was a daughter of Major Genera! Pearson, a 
distinguished officer’ of Pennsylvania Volunteers in the 
Civil War. His son is a major of Field Artillery and 


his daughter is the wife of Colonel Jones, who recently 
resi from the Army, and who is a lineal descendant 
of izabeth Zane of colonial days. Truly a Service 
family. 


Colonel Sands was graduated from West Point in 
1880 and imme lately joined the 6th Cavalry, which 
was then in Mexice in pursuit of hostile Apaches led 
by the celebrated Victorio. He continued on duty with 
his regiment for four years in Arizona and followed that 
with six years more in New Mexico, participating in 
all the arduous Indiay wars of that period, including the 
last Geronimo campaign. In the winter of 1890-91 he 
accompanied the regiment to the north and took part 
in the last-of the Indian wars, the Pine Ridge cam- 
paign, and took part in the last fight against the In- 
dians of the plains on Jan. 1, 1891. At that time he 
commanded the Gray Horse troop of Tupper’s Squad- 
ton, which led the regiment in that action. Following 
the surrender of the Sioux he marched with his troop 
in midwinter to the Yellowstone Park and {took station 
there. Subsequently he served at Fort Leavenworth. 

At the outbreak of war with Spain he accompanied 
his troop to Cuba, and on the eve of battle he received 
an appointment as major of Engineers, U.S. Volunteers, 
whieh entitled him to assignment to one of the division 
staffs. He quietly pocketed the appointment and went 
into the battle of Santiago in command of his troop. 
When the fighting was all over he then reported for 
duty under his new commission. A Medal of Honor was 
granted to a distinguished officer for a similar act anr- 
ing the Seven Days battles near Richmond in the Civil 
War, but none would have ever known of Colonel Sands’s 
action had not the squadron commander mentioned it in 
his brief report of the battle. Colonel Sands, among 
other duties, served at West Point as instructor in ecay- 
alry, and in both the Philippine and Hawaiian Islands, 
ut old frontier posts and on the Mexican border. He 
was in Mexieo with General Pershing’s expedition when 
his failing health caused his retirement from active ser- 
vice, Aug. 16, 1920, for disability in the line of duty. 
Ile was on active duty at the Army War College with 
the General Staff during the World War, and at the 
conelusion of hostilities Colonel Sands took up his resi- 
dence in Wheeling. 

“Colonel Sands went fortk with proud mien to do 
his duty as he saw it,” writes an old friend, “unmind- 
ful of applause and seeking no reward beyond that 
which comes from a consciousness of duty right nobly 
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done. Leaving to his widow and children the memory 
of a life ennobled by exceptional courtesy and consider- 
ation for all with whom he came in contact, he passed 
gently to the great beyond, unafraid.” 





Major Robert Wilson McClaughry, U.S.V., Civil War, 
died at his home, 6334 Magnolia avenue, C Chicago, Nov. 
9, 1920, at the age of eighty-one years. He served as 
major in the 118th Illinois Volunteer Infantry from 
1861 to 1865, and was a member of the G.A.R. and the 
M.O.1.L. He was widely known in prison reform work, 
having completed forty years of continuous service in 
charge of various penal institutions when he retired in 
19135 from the Superintendency of the Federal Prison at 
Leavenworth, Kas. 

Capt. Frederick FE. Moir, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., died at 
Fort Ethan Allen, ¥t., Nov. 8, 1920, of meningitis. The 
body arrived at Quincy, Mass. Nov. 10, 1920, and_the 
funeral was held Ney.

Hubert S. Fairclough, 64 Albion road. Captain Moir 
was born in West Quincy, Feb. 24, 1886, the son of 
Alexander and Isabella Moir. He was graduated from” 
the Adams Academy, where he was 2 Medal of Honor 
tudent in 1903 and extered Harvard University, gradu- 
iting m 1907. He took a post-graduate course of a 
year and then went to the Philippine Istands, where he 
vas connected with the Civil Service Bureau for nine 
years, much of the time as chief examiner. In 1918 he 
was appointed first lieutenant in the Q.M. Corps of the 
Army, and four montbs later was commissioned a cap- 
iain.

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NO IMPORTANT ARMY LEGISLATION SOUGHT. 

No important recommendations for Army legislation 
will be made by the War Department to the Committees 
on Military Affairs for action at the forthcoming short 
session of Congress. ‘Secretary of War Baker made this 
announcement on Noy. 16, stating that because the 
Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, had not yet 
been carried into effect completely there was really 
nothing important to. be sought through legislation, al- 
though there might be several minor provisions of the 
law for which amendment is desirable. Secretary Baker 
was evidently gratified with the progress made in Army 
reorganization in the short space of five months, and 
that the provis'ons of the law were being worked out 
satisfactorly. 
had been reached, he said, in order to give opportunity 
for a fair trial of the present scheme, and also to allow 
the incoming administration opportunity to make such 
recommendations as it may find desirable. There will be 
no recommendation with regard to universal military 
training, he added 

Chairman Wadsworth, who was in Washington during 
thi week; Had no forecast to offer as to what the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs would attempt to do with 
the bills still on its calendar, and there was no matter 
of military importance he desired to discuss at thi's 
time. : 

Chairman Kahn Will Urge Universal Training. 

“Chairman Kahn of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, was also in Washington, and said that he would 
press the matter’ 6f universal military training and that 
this question would be taken up by the committee to 
which it had béen recommitted at the last session at the 
earliest date. He had not receded from his position, he 
said, on this question,.which he believes td be of para- 
mount importance. Later, in an interview appearing in 
the Boston Transcript, Mr. Kahn .predicted that the 
Committee on Military Affairs will report a bill soon 
after Congress, assembles to so amend the Army Reor- 
ganization act that ‘immediately upon a declaration of 
war all Americans between the ages of nineteen and 
forty-five years will became subject to selective con- 
scription. As to universal training, Mr. Kahn said: 

“Estimates have established that approximately 
600,000 American boys reach the age of nineteen annu- 
ally. Some boys at ninetéen are not plysically fitted for 
training, and for such military experience should prop- 
erly be. postponed, but not omitted. If the United 
States can train 500,000 youths every year, the nation 
will be incalenlably advantaged in the matter of military 
readiness, and in the upbuilding of its young manhood, 
meutally, physically and morally. 

“Cost estimates vary, and for that reason I am disap- 
pointed that provision was not contained in the Reor- 
ganization act for a small select committee, or sub-com- 
mittee of the Military Affairs Committec, to investigate 
the cost of training half a million youths for four months 
each year. 

“The War Department has estimated that such com- 
pulsory training as have suggested would cost 
$160,000,000. The Congressional leaders responsible for 
appropriations say a billion dollars. If the War Depart- 
ment estimates are correct, the United States could train 
its youth for 150 years for the amount expended in the 
nineteen months of the World War.”

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GAS WARFARE DEVELOPMENTS. 
General Fries Discusses Need for Improved Trainina. 
It is the opinion of Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries, U.S.A., 





chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, that provision | 


for training in general in the use of gas in warfare is 
far from what it should be. He maintains that there has 
been too much secrecy on the subject in the past, and 
cites the situation in England in the World War when, 
owing to the policy of secrecy maintained by the British 
in regard to their development and employment of gas 
in battle, the Germans discovered its use and operation 
and knew more about it than the average English soldicr 
himself: Statistics show that the Germans caused in the 
war by the use’of gas twenty-seven and four-tenths per 
cent. of all casualties, including dead on the battlefields, 
and that thirty-three per cent. of the wounded in hospi- 
tals»was the result of gas. With these facts in view, it 
is argued that more stress should be placed upen the 
Chemical Warfare Service, and that there should be 
mere general dissemination of knowledge throughout the 
Service concerning chemical equipment and the develop- 
ment of gas and the. manner in which it should be han- 
dled in warfare. General Fries said: 

“There are certain pertions of the Army which believe 
that we can prepare fer ieal Warfare by simply 
having reserve technical institutions and a small forée of 
trained officers and enlisted men at the Idgewood Arse- 
nal who, in case of emergency, could be sent out to the 
various services and teach the Army all about the use 
of chemicals in battle. It cannot be done. We have one 
gas regiment consisting of 1,200 men. We should have a 
sufficient force to enable us to have one company of 
trained men in Chemical Warfare for every division of 
the Army, as also in the National Guard and in the 
Organized rve, besides a reserve force of about 
thirty-three per cent. for replacements and the like.” 

Considerable advance in reducing the bulk of the ma- 
terial from which cloud gas is produced has been made by 
the Chemieal Warfare Service in co-operation with vari- 
ous chemical industries and educational institutions 
throughout the country. A great advantage the present 
composition of cloud: gas ‘producing material has over 
much that was employed in the war is this reduction in 
bulk. It would be possible for the new composition to be 
reduced to a small enough size so that if necessary each 
man could carry a portion with just as much safety, go 
far as any danger of its being prematurely released is 
concerned, as with any other ammunition. Work at 
Sdgewood Arsenal at the present time, with two battal- 
ions of Chemical Warfare Service troops stationed at 
the post, is being confined to seme extent to the arsenic 
gases in an effort to develop their penetration and irrita- 
tion. Experiments have indicated important discoveries,

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NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICES. 
Strength of Army Air Service. 

The Army Air Service is now operating on less than 
one-half of its authorized enlisted strength. Major Gen. 
Charles T. Menoher, Chief of Air Service, has informed 
commanding officers of all Air Serviee activities that 
under the decentralization of recruiting activities to 
corps areas there should be the fullest co-operation with 
local representatives of the General Recruiting Service, 
and therefore each commanding officer has been ap- 
pointed the corps area representative of the Chief of 
Air Service. General Menoher states: “The Air Ser- 
vice, with all the advantages it has to offer, if fully and 
aggressively presented, can, in a short time, fill its ranks 
with desirable enlisted personnel. It should be borne 
in mind that more is desired than to bring the Air Ser- 
vice up to its authorized strength at the present time. 
A permanent Air Service recruiting organization must 
be developed and maintained in order that there may be 
a steady flow of good recruits and to replace losses by 
discharge.” For the present the allotted strength of 
the Air Service stations and organizations is on a basis 
of 11,000 men, and not on the basis of the authorized 
strength of 16,000 men. 

Air Pilot School Graduates 67 Men. 

Sixty-seven cadets successfully completed their flying 
instruction at the Pilot School, March Field, Calif., and 
await assignment to advanced schools. Thirty-seven 
were classified for bombing schools, eleven for observa- 
tion and nineteen for pursuit work. Twenty-one others 
await approval of recommendations made by the local 
cadet board, six are held over for the next class, and 
five were discharged on account of expiration of enlist- 
ment. 





Anti-Aircraft Battery Tests. 

Accurate data-on the timing of anti-aircraft shells 
are reported as a result of Air Service co-operation with 
Anti-Aircraft battery commanders at Fort Monroe, in 
tests held the first week of November. In these tests 
Army aviators flew over a prescribed course at various 
altitudes while the anti-aircraft guns fired at points 
within 400 or 500 yards of them, the airplane observers 
reporting as to whether the bursts of the shrapnel oc- 
curred above or below the level of the airplane. The 
radio telephone was used and at the battery command- 
er’s direction the pilot promptly reported his observa- 
tions as to the bursts. This was said to have been the 
first instance of co-operation between aircraft and anti- 
aireraft battery firing in the history of the Service. The 
results have been reported as entirely satisfactory. 

Three Navy Aviators Lost in Lake Michigan.

some unaccountable accident. The seaplane was last 
noticed over Manitowoc, Wis., at 4:30 p.m., Noy. 10, 
and on Nov. 13 the White River Coast Guard Station re- 
ported that one of its patrols had found wreckage of a 
Navy seaplane along the shore of the lake, which has 
been identified as part of the flying boat HS2-L. A 
fishing tug reported on Nov. 10 that the crew had seen 
a seaplane making a landing about two miles east and 
twelve miles north of Sheboygan, Wis., and an all- 
night search was made but without result. All fishing 
vessels and Navy Subchaser 419 from Sault Ste. Marie 
eontinued the search on Nov. 11, without finding trace 
of the aircraft or the men. The Coast Guard stations at 
White River, Muskegon and Grand Haven also assisted. 
No trace of the bodies has yet been found. 

Navy Kite Balloon Tests. 

The U.S. Navy is testing miniature kite balloons at 
the U.S. Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla. ‘These bal- 
loons have a capacity of 6,000 cubic feet and are in- 
tended for aerological researels work. They have ex- 
panding — on their sides, to take care of the ex- 
pansion due to altitude, instead of automatic valves. 
‘hese miniature balloons will be flown from electrie 
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Their purpose is for obtaining -records of 
wind, humidity and temperature aloft. They are de- 
signed to bave: sufficient free lift te carry the necessary 
aerological instruments and a light cable to about 5,000 
feet.< “If successful under tests, these balloons will be 
flown astern of vessels at sea, and uscd when the ordinary 
methods of obtaining aerological information fail. <A 
number of officers were ordered to duty at Pensacola this 
week in connection with the tests. 
BOTH SERVICES IN AIR RACE. 

Following invitations’ reecived by the War and Navy 
Departments from the Aero Club of America, which has 
the affair in charge, to participate in the air race for 
the Pulitzer trophy, which is to take place at Mitchel 
Vield, N.Y., on Nov. 25, the War Department has as- 
signed twenty-four officers, the Navy three officers of 
the Navy and nine of the Reserve Force, and six officers 
and one nou-commissioned ofliesxr of the Marine Corps, 
to enter the contest. The race is to be almost entirely a 
Service fight, there being only one civilian eutrant. 
While the Navy is net equipped with fast land airplanes, 
it is entering the competition in the interest of aviatwa 


at large. Three of the Navy machines are to be Loen- 
ing specius, monoeplanes capable of developing high 
speed, but built especially for tlying fram ships of war. 


Six VEE machines, the product of Chance Vouglit, en- 
tered by the Army, will get away in a class by them 
selves. It is the present purpose to. start the entries in 
four classes, graded accordmg to speed. One of th: 
Army machines -iss a Verville-Packard, made for th» 
James Gordon Bennett race flown in France reecntly. 
Exact details bave not yet been completed, but the plan 


of having two classes flying at the same time on the 
trinngular course may be adopted.

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UNIFORM FOR ARMY WARRANT OFFICERS. 


The War Department has approved specifications for 
a uniform to be worn by the warrant officers of the 
U.S. Army. In an order issued Noy. 16, 1920, it is 
stated that the uniform will be that prescribed for com- 
missioned officers with the following changes and modi 


fications : 

1. No insignia of rank will be worn. ; 

2. The braid on the sleeve will be omitted. Warrant offi- 
cers who served as commissioned officers during the World 
War are authorized to wear a braid of forest green on the 
sleeve, as prescribed in connection with ‘‘ornamentation on 
sleeve’’ in Par. 1, Circular No. 161, War D., 1920 (Uniform 
Specifications and Regulations), for enlisted men who served 
honorably as commissioned officers in the World War. 

3. The hat cord will be silver and black silk intermixed, 
with black acorns and keeper. 

4. Collar Insignia.—Pending the adoption of warrant offi- 
cers’ insignia, warrant officers will omit the insignia of arm 
of service, wearing ‘‘U.S.’’ only. 

5. Cap Insignia.—Pending the adoption of warrant. officers’ 
insignia for this purpose, the cap ornament of an enlisted man 
will be worn. 

6. Warrant officers of the Army Mine Planter Service will 
wear sleeve insignia as prescribed in subparagraphs d and e¢, 
Par. 1, Circular No. 25, War D., 1920 (Uniform for Army 
Mine Planter Service). 

7. So much of Par. 1, Circular No. 25, War D., 1920, as is 
in conflict with the above provisions is rescinded.

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TRAILMOBILE ARMY KITCHEN IN OPERATION. 

The trailmobile Army kitchen, a comparatively re- 
cent design, proved a success in the transcontinental 
motor trip as noted in our issue of Nov. 15, page 300. 
The conditions of the trip subjected the kitchens, as well 
as all other equipment, to the most severe strain. Tho 
Liberty kitchen, which among others was used in the 
A.E.F., proved defective, and one of them had to be 
abandoned. ‘The trailmobile kitchen stood the test, and 
came through with a good record, although its axles 
were bent from time to time, the ice box knocked off 
and thrown away, and the gasoline attachment jammed 
so that coal had to be used for fuel instead of gasoline. 
In spite of these handicaps, this Army kitchen kept up 
its service, and was the means of filling empty stomachs 
and indirectly soothing ruffled tempers. In addition to 
the clean record made in line of regular duty, the trail- 
mobile kitchen received the commendation of the officers 
making the trip after an incident of July 13, 1920, in 
the Mississippi valley.

All enlisted men retired before July 1, 1920, recallcd 
to aetive duty either before or after July 1, 1920, are 
required by the terms of See.

Mason MARLBOROUGH CITURCHILL’S MISSION. 

In connection with the first meeting of the Assembly 
of the League of Nations in Geneva, Switzerland, on Nov. 
15 a report became current in Geneva that Major Marl- 
borough Churchill, U.S.A., was to “observe” the Leaguc 
of Nations Assembly sessions. The Washington cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia Public Ledger made an 
inquiry as to the truth of this report which was denied. 
Major Churchill, it was explained, was sent to Europe 
on behalf of the General Staff of the Army to make an 
inspection of our varfous military attachés, to bring 
about a closer co-ordination of activities among our 
military observers abroad. During the war, owing to 
Switzerland’s proximity to various theaters of fighting. 
the United States maintained a military attaché and 
three assistant attachés at Berne. It would be within 
the scope of Major Churchill’s mission, the dispatch 
adds, to visit Switzerland, and, if he is there during the 
meeting of the League Assembly, it is represented that 
his sojourn is purely incidental to his genera! mission.

Headed 
by an excellent band of twenty-six pieces, the 300 cadets 
excited general favorable comment by their soldierly 
bearing and the precision of their marching. Carrying 
full field equipment, including the regulation steel hel- 
mets and with fixed bayonets, they had all the appear- 
anee of a newly arrived overseas battalion of regular 
troops, writes a correspondent. The R.O.T.C. unit at 
this school has been awarded the “Honor School” rating 
by the War Department every year since the establish- 
ment of that distinction in 1904. The battalion was re- 
eently inspected by Col. Frank J. Morrow, Gen. Staff, 
Chief of the R.O.T.C. Branch, War Plans Division, 
who expressed himself as highly pleased with the de- 
gree of military training maintained. 
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EpvcaTIONAL AND RECREATIONAL JURISDICTION, 
Attention of officers.at camps, posts and stations has 
been again directed to G.O. No. 30, W.D., 1920, by The 
Adjutant.General. This order places under the jurisdic- 
tion of the corps area and department commanders all 
matters pertaining to education and recreation within 
the territorial limits of their command, regardless of the 
nature of the station concerned. Delay is resulting be- 
cause communications relative to education and recren- 
tional activities are constantly received in The Adjutant 
General’s Office from general hospitals, special service 








schools, flying fields, traini centers, arsenals and 
camps, posts and stations pe to a particular ser- 
vice. These communications must necessarily be trans- 
mitted back to corps area and commanders 
for remark and recommendation before final action is 
taken, and the delay can be obviated, if communication is 
made direct to commanders as required in the orders 
noted above. 
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Contract Surcreons Nor ALLOWED LEASED QUARTERS. 

Un the proposal of the chief of ‘the Real Estate ‘Ser- 
vice of the Army to lease quarters in Washington, D.C., 
for a contract surgeon on duty in the office of the at- 
tending surgeon, an opinion of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral states there is no authority for furnishing contract 
surgeons with quarters at Government expense except at 
Army posts or stations where quarters in kind are avail- 
able. It is held that the furnishing of such quarters 
would be in effect increasing the compensation, which 
Congress has said shall not exceed $150 a month; but 
that Congress has reeognized the practice of mitting 
contract surgeons on duty at Army posts “where quar- 
ters in kind are provided by the United States” to oc- 
eupy the regulation allowance of quarters a second 
lieutenant. These provisions, says the nion, are 
clearly not authority for the rental of quarters for con- 
tract surgeons in Washington. 
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No Svranpagp Raincoat ror U.S. ARMY. 

The approval of a standard uniform raincoat for offi- 
cers of the Army is withheld by the War Department 


and on this question it has been decided not to adopt a 
uniform garment. Authorization therefore remains for 
the wearing of any type of raincoat officers desire pro- 
vded it is olive drab m color. However, a new design 
of raincoat bas been approved for garments to be sold 
to officers by the Quartermaster Corps. This coat is 
double breasted and very much of the general appear- 
avee of the uniform overceat. It has horizontal pockets, 
adjustable throat latch, storm straps on sleeves, and is 
without belt. - It will probably be furnished in different 
inaterials by the Quartermaster Corps. The adoption of 
u standard raincoat was postponed by the War Depart- 
ment as it was felt that there was no justification for 
compelling officcrs to purchase new garments of this 
type. 
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VETERANS’ MEETING IN Boston. 

A ineeting of various veteran organizations is exiled 
for Thursday afternoon, Dee.

In the case of a former lieutenant in the Aviation Sec- 
tion, Signal Reserve Corps, accused of an attempt to

But not 
until the spirit of the legion becomes the spirit of the 
War Department iQgparticular and the Army in general, 
and animates their common purposes, can we hope’ to 
see the strong right arm of our national defense recover 
the position in- the confidence and. esteem of ‘the plain 
people .of..the land’ . without ..which neither -Congress 
nor the country can afford to give our land forces the 
suppert necessary to make.them effective. It is the 
people -who -pay in peace and war. The legion can and 
should be their voice-in demanding that their money for 
Here 
is- where the dJegion is weli fitted to function. It is well 
organized and capable of protecting the President-elect 
from the appetite of professional politicians, who see in 
the Secretary of War only a dispenser of those favors 
dear to the heart and essential to the power of every 
‘pork. barrel’ politician, and from the machinations within 
the War Department and the Army to prevent the over- 
hauling, both so sorely needed.” The one practical sug- 
gestion in this editorial is that President-elect Harding 
shall seek counsel with the spokesmen of the American 
Legion in the selection of a Secretary of War. It adds, 
in conclusion: “Once the War Department comes under 
the administration of members of the legion, and the le- 
gion arises to its responsibility for the condition of our 
land forces, the War Department and the Army will 
better serve the people in the spirit of the people.” 

Since the United States of America is a government 
of Jaws and not of men, a beginning must be made in 
this plan of having the American Legion act as an ad- 
visory body to the Secretary of War by legislation. This 
would mean the imposition upon our War Department of 
an added weight of civilian influence, since the member- 
ship of the American Legion is largely civilian, their 
military experiences for the most part having been an 
accident of the World War. Advocates of any such plan 
as this should know, if they are not already aware of 
the fact, that civilian influences have ever been ‘the 
curse of the Military Establishment of the United 
States. Civilian influence has blocked wise military leg- 
islation of a technical character; it has prevented mili- 
tary legislation connected with the broader problems of 
the national defense such as universal military training. 
Civilian influence of this order, the Services believe, has 
been ill informed, prejudiced and generally mistaken, 
And now we have a plan proposed that would put the 
Seeretary of War under the counsel of the American 
Legion, which, while composed of soldiers, is a purely 
civilian organization, and up to the present has been 
working largely for the benefit of its members rather 
than for such questions as the national defense and the 
“improvement” of the Army. 

In presenting a picture of conditions in the Army to 
show its dire need of “reformation,” the Boston Tran- 
seript rigs up once more the age-old bogies of “caste 
system” and the “reactionaries” who are “striving to 
reward and reinforee themselves against the future,” both 
ef these classes, by implication, being composed of that 
favorite individual for editorial abuse, “the Regular offi- 
cer.” - The ‘iuvplied threat that- the actions of the next 
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Secretary of War may be so “ough” that “‘several hun- 
dred resignations among high ranking Regulars’ may 
result is in extremely bad taste, as is also the statement 
as to “Americanizing” the body and soul of the Army. 
What condition exists in the Army to-day that will ne- 
cessitate Mr. Baker’s successor curing them in a “rough 
way”? And why will that way be so rough that “it may 
result in several hundred resignations among high rank- 
ing Regulars’? Our Army officers since 1916-have been 
driven overhard by work, have been harried by their 
knowledge of our lack of preparedness for war, have been 
asked to raise such an Army as was never dreamed of, 
and to take 2,000,000 men deross the Atlantic to France, 
have had to demobilize that Army and to organize a new 
one. Underpaid, overworked, abused and criticiscd, that 
has been their jot for the last five years. And now as a 
reward they are asked to conteimplate the spectacle of a 
new Seeretary of War treating them “rough,” and to 
have their affairs managed by the American Legion.

CONFLICT OVER GENERAL OFFICERS. 

he publication in Boston, New York, Philadelphia 
aud Baltimore newspapers this weck of articles purport- 
ing to report indications at Washington of a conflict of 
cpinion among Army officers relative to recess appoint- 
ments of general officers, and forecasting an airing of 
controversy in the Senate when the nominations of 
these officers are submitted for confirmation, found 
no reflection in Army circles, either in the War Depart- 
ment or elsewhere in Washington. As a matter of fact, 
alleged inequalities in advancement have rot been under 
d'scussion for months, and so far as inquiry could dis- 
close faets the only instance where there had been dis- 
cussion and expressions of dissatisfaction occurred sev- 
cral months ago when the appointments to the rank of 
brigadier general were announced. At that time, it will 
be reealled, there was criticism of the designation of two 
officers for appointment in advance of their having 
reached the -twenty-two years’ service required by. law. 
‘Fhe view then expressed, to the effect that it would be 
quite as consistent to designate officers for appointment 


years in advance of their quatification for the-rank.of gen- . 
eral officer, still persists, and despite the facet that the offi-* 


cers selected-are regarded as competent in every way ‘to 
perform the duties devolving upon a brigade commander, 
the principle of advance designations is very generally 
condemned as pernicious. In these two cases alone is’ it 
believed that the Senate may hesitate before extending 
confirmation, but nothing more than hesitation is looked 
for. There is abundant precedent to lend weight to this 
belief, to which-refererfce here need not: be specific. ~ And 
Army officers point out -that in extremely rare cases has

In one of the articles referred -to, that appearing’ in | 
the New York’ Times of ‘Nov. 16,° it was stated that ‘ 
General : Pershing: “was chairman of the special* board ' 
which had the naming of generals,” and that’ he “had . 


taken advantage of his chairmanship of that board to 
provide for the promotion of certain younger officers who 
were the favorites of the commander-in-chief of the 
forces while in France.” That General Pershing was 
not the president of the board of general officers which 
by law was charged with selecting officers for appoint- 
ment, to rank of general officer is too well known for this 
to need refutation. That General Pershing submitted 
recommendations for appointment to the vacancies 
for general officers, which was his duty, is equally 
well known, but to what extent his recommenda- 
tions were approved by the selecting board is merely a 
matter for conjecture. Had he recommended all the offi- 
eers named in the Times, it is quite possible that his 
views met the majority opinion of the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the Army. For example, all of the eleven new 
major generals in the list, with the single exception of 
Major Gen. David ©. Shanks, whose service as chief at 
the port of embarkation won him distinction, held high 
commands in the American Expeditionary Forces. The 
same is true of the new brigadier generals in the Times 
list, with two exceptions, Brig. Gen. Jesse McI. Carter, 
who was chief of the Militia Bureau, and Brig. Gen. 
Grote Hutcheson, who was in command at Camp Meade, 
Md. The Times declares that “it is being claimed by 
some of the critics that twenty-seven of the sixty-eight 
major and brigadier generals . . are under the age 
of fifty-seven years.” Since there is no age requirement, 
it is probable that the “critics” mean to insinuate that 
the general officers of the U.S. Army are “damned with 
youth,” and consequently the “critics” fear a congestion 
which will check promotion. Assuming that congestion 
will be encountered, it is still doubtful whether the Army 
and the country would countenance making years ap- 
proximating three score prerequisite to selection for the 
grade of general officer. 

A single paragraph of the article is quoted here as in- 
dicative of the tenor of the whole: “In the fight over 
confirmation that is predicted it will be alleged that the 
board saw to it that eleven of the twenty-three brigadier 
generals were younger officers who served under General 
Pershing in France and who were high in his favor, and 
that this group of younger officers, if confirmed. will ex- 
ercise high control in the Army for.some years to come; 
also that through these promotions General Pershing is 
secking to obtain and perpetuate a certain degree of per- 
sonal control over the Army.” There is no law prohibit- 
ing specniation, to be sure, and dealing im futures is a

the Times further states that “there are intimations that 
when the noniindtions go ‘to the Senate Senator Lodge 
and Vice ‘President-elect Coolidge will be found cham- 
pioning the cause of General Edwards.” This may indi- 
cate that the “speculators” are grooming ‘another possi- 
bility for the office of Secretary of War who may be ex- 
pected to have behind him the weight of the Massachu- 
setts. influencé. It is open to doubt, however, if these 
intimations are anything but embarrassing to Brig. Gen. 
Clarence R. Edwards, the ranking brigadier general of 
the Army, who might well exclaim, “Save me from the 
intimations 6f my well-meaning though misdirected 
friends.” In this connection it might be well to remem- 
ber that while-the Senate has frequently delayed and 
on occasion refused confirmation of a nominee, it has 
never, to our’ recollection, forced the nomination of its 
own favorite. 

Efforts to adjust political change to the Army is an 
incident: of post-election times. However, it is well to 
remember that the Sixty-sixth Congréss by its acts writ- 
ten into statute law has shown itself most friendly to the 
Army, and that it hurdled precedent when, after the 
close of hostilities of a great war, it provided the largest 
Regular Army in the history of the nation, with an au- 
thorized commissioned personnel nearly four times 
greater than that of 1915, viz., in 1920, 17.717; in 1915, 
4,787. And in the Sixty-seventh Congress the majority 
membership of the Military and Naval Committees of 
both houses will embrace practically the same Senators 
and Representatives whose breadth of understanding of 
the Services is measurable in the acts of June 4, 1920— 
the Army Reorganization act and the Naval Appropria- 
tion act with its broad-gauge Navy personnel provisions. 
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STATUS OF ARMY APPOINTMENTS. 
Reconsideration Asked of Declinations. 

Appointees among the officer-candidates for commis- 
sions in the Regular Army who took the examinations 
last July and’ who declined tenders of appointment will 
be given a further opportunity td reconsider their action 
and to accept appointment. . ‘Bhis.decision was reached 
by the War Department “this week, for it appeared -that 
many of the candidates who declined were under a mnis- 
apprehension as_to,the grade in which appointment was 
tendered and as to the provision of the law relative to 
their standing on the promotion list. It was considered 
that such men should have every opportunity to realize 
upon their desire to make the Army a career, and as a 
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result tenders have been forwarded to sapecsiakabis 325 . 


men who had declined. These tenders are in grades be- 
low that of lieutenant colonei, and tender of appoint- 
ment will be without change of grade or branch from 
that in«the original tender. :-'Fhe same rules will apply, 
that is*acceptance must be filed by telegraph within 


forty-eight hours of receipt of-tender, and fourteen days . 
will beallowed -for: the appointee :to_ adjust his civilian . 


engagements -before reporting: for duty. In taking this 
position the-War Department is manifesting its desire 
to be,absolutely fair to the men who passed the exam- 
inations and who, for various reasons, were moved to de- 
cline appointment. The War Department desires to 
place the most liberal construction possible upon the law 
relative to appointment and has reopened the door to 
candidates who have fully met the requirements for 
appointment. 

It is perhaps beyond the possibilities for the “War De- 
partment to grant longer time for the consideration of 
an appointment offered, but the following comment giv- 
ing the point of view of an appointee who declined is 
of interest in this connection. He writes: “I was com- 
pelled to decline a commission in the Regular Army for 
the reason that I was oblige’ to give my present em- 
ployer at least thirty days oppurtunity to replace me. 
The matter was taken up with the War Department 
and I was informed that a vacancy would not be held 
open for me. Later a telegram was sent me urging that 
I either accept or decline at once. Unfortunately, I am 
constituted with a slight sense of propriety and‘a sense 
of duty toward my present employer, so I declined the 
commission as directed. On page 272 of your issue. of 


Nov. 6 I note with a smile that the Regular Establish- 


ment is to experience a shortage of officers. No doubt 
they will if candidates are to be eliminated. because they 
hold positions at the time they are tendered commissions. 
Why is it undesirable to give prospective officers an op- 


portunity to leave their civilian positions in good stand-, 


ing? As it is, one must waive his desire -to make ‘the 
Service his life work or else quit his job cold and for- 
ever endure the thoughts that he has left a bad impres- 
sion in civilian pursuits.” 

October Candidates Soon to Be Appointed. 


The War’ Department this week-took- steps to expedite’ 


the making of appointments as a result of the October 


examinations of officer-candidates. The chiefs of Infan-' 


try, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast;Artillery, Corps of 
Isngineers, ‘Signal .Corps,. Air Service, Quartermaster 


Corps, Ordnance Department and Chemical ‘Warfare.

Ovtover was to be completed without-fail- by noon on 

Noy. 15, and the proceedings approved and returned to 
the Central Records Branch at. that time. Similar ac- 
tien was ordered of boards: of) review on the second 
ciwiees of candidates, which were to be completed by 
noon on Nov. 16. 

Appointments to. the Army will in all likelihood be 
tendered within a week to the offieer-candidates who took 


the October examination, It» was stated at the War 
Department on Noy. 17 that the boards. charged with 


* passing upon the examination records had so far for- 


warded their work as to make it appear likely that all of © 
the tenders of appointment might be made with the ut- 
most. promptness, for the Final Selecting Board had 
already begun work on several hundred cases, and ‘these 
would go to The Adjutant General’s Office for action 
without delay. Well informed officers beliege that the 
percentage of appointments ‘and also acceptances from 
the October examinations will be much greater then from 
the July tests. Ninety-two per cent. of tenders resulting 
from the July examination were accepted. ‘ 
Vacancies in Ordnance Department. 
Approximately 100 vacancies are anticipated in the 

Ordnance Department following appointment of candi- 
dates who took the October examination. Applications 
for detail or transfer from officers of the line continue 
to be received by the Chief of Ordnance; who has ap- 
proved such recommendations where the applicant has 
had the necessary ‘technical education and where his 
military record is satisfactory. . Vacancies not filled by 
detail or transfer may be filled by. appointment from 
civil life through examinations to be held in 1921." It 
is felt, however, that it is° preferable to fill the larger 
part of the remaining vacancies by transfer or detail 


’ from the line, since in this way the work of the depart- 


ment’ can be kept in closer touch with the point of view 
and requirements of the line. Such contact is consid- 
ered essential and will be more difficult to maintain as 
the proportion of appointments from civil life .inereases. 
A large number of line officers who have sufficient tech- 
nical education are at present fresh from active service 
in the field, and can therefore bring to the problems of 
Ordnance design and development a most favorable com- 
bination of experience which must prove beneficial to 
both the line and the Ordnance Department. It is hoped 
that the opportunities afforded by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment will prove sufficiently attractive to secure by trans- 
fer or detail at least seventy-five more officers. % 
The Ordnance Department has in operation two spe- 
cial Service schools, the School of Application at the 


‘ Aberdeen Proving. Ground, Md.,.and the School of Tech- 


nology. at the Watertown Arsenal, Mass. Both courses 


“are for one year and they offer exceptional: professional 


advantages. The course at Aberdeen includes Ordnance 
design, motor propelled Vehicles, electricity, advanced 
chemistry and the theory of explosives. The course at 
Watertown includes metallurgy, practical shop work in 
machine shops, smith shops, foundries and power plants. 
In addition to these educational facilities the Ordnance 
Department has taken. advantage of the provisions of 
the Army Reorganization act which permits the sending 
of. officers to technical institutions, and it now has offi- 
cers pursuing post-graduate courses at ‘the Massachu-

Vacancies in the Dental Corps. 

From present-indications it is believed there. will-still 
be at least thirty-five vacancies in the Dental. Corps 
after. suceessful candidates are commissioned as a result 
of the October examination. To meet the situation it 
is contemplated by the Dental Division of the Surgeon 
General’s Office to call into active service Reserve offi- 
cers in the grades of lieutenant and captain for tempo- 
rary duty until the end of the fiscal year—June 30, 1921. 
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Housing ConpiTioNs at CAMP BENNING. 

As winter approaches the lack of housing accommo- 
dations at the Infantry School, Camp Benning, Ga., is 
becoming more and more distressing, and one of the 
first matters that should have consideration by Congress 
upon-reconvening in December is the provision for nec- 
essary relief. No one is blamed for the situation as it is 
merely a natural sequence growing out of the require- 
ments of the school in carrying out the purposes set 
for it when it was established. . Officers’who have re- 
cently returned from the camp are deeply concerned over 


_the situation. There are now approximately 700 officers 


ranking from colonels to lieutenants at the school un- 
dergoing instruction, most of whom have families. They’ 
are occupying the temporary cantonment buildings - con- 
structed in the war, which represents the best housing 
equipment at the school. The 100 instructors fare no 
better. There are numerous instances where officers have 
provided funds out of their own pockets with which to 
build a temporary structure to use until they can get 
something more suitable. This is the best they can do at 
the camp. Their only alternative is to live in tents. 
Celumbus is crowded, and is nine miles from Camp Ben- 
ning, and it is three miles from the camp to. the ‘sta- 
tion. There is a train to and from Columbus, but. it is 
too inconvenient and too much. time is lost going and 
coming to live in that city. In addition to the instrnue- 
tors and student officers there are at the schcol as demon- 
stration troops the following organizations whose officers 
live under the same handicap: One regiment of Infan- 
try,. one company, of Engineers, one battalion of tanks, 
one battalion of Field Artillery,.one Medical Detachment 
and one Air Service Detachment.» Taere is also a School 
Detachment for the purpose of carrying on the labor of 
the school and in .addition’ to the training of Infantry 
officers many others are being detailed from other 
branches of the Service for the instruction as well as 
the National Guard and Reserve officers. In fact forty 
per cent. of .the .officers of the.whole of the combatant 
arms are given ‘instruction -at this school. Relief in 


_ housing conditions is needed, and is necded now. 
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TYPICAL ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES.

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RULES FOR COURTS IN B CLASSIFICATION. 

*That the same rules of evidence prescribed in the 
Manual for Courts-Martial, U.S. Army, are applicable, 
and that the efficiency reports relative to officerS tenta- 
tively classed in Class B must be regarded in the nature 
of expert evidence in courts of inquiry, are points brought 
out in an opinion rendered by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army. This is the first opinion relative to 
courts of inquiry in connection with B classification to 
come from the office of the Judge Advocate General. 


Final Classification Restores Many‘to Class A. 


Incidentally, the final classification is now under way 
and in the last few weeks many officers who were tenta- 
tively classed as B have been notified that they retain 
their positions on the single list, that is in Class A, and 
without prejudice. In a large preportion of the cases 
heard before courts of inquiry B classification has been 
found unjustified by the records and the facts, and the 
officers concerned have been removed from the tentative 
B class list. It is understood that retirements and dis- 
charges of officers finally placed in Class B will be noted 
from time to time in War Department special orders, 
although none has yet appeared aside from the two cases 
noted some months ago, in which the officers finally so 
classed were retired under the prov s of the act. 
Military opinion in Washington relative to the applica- 
tion of the new law evidently is based on the knowledge 
that the application has been just and impartial, but 
there have been many expressions of sympathy for sev- 
eral well known officers who were absolved by courts of 
inquiry, for there is no doubt that such officers have suf- 
fered mental anguish and ha put to expense in 
defending their records before the court. While there is 
a tendency to believe that the first application of the 
law might better have been confined to cases where in- 
efficiency was held to be common knowledge among the 
commissioned personnel of the Regular Army, and in 
which cases the operation of the law would be practically 
certain in attaining the objects sought in the B classifi- 
cation, officers nevertheless declare that the policy 
adopted by the War Department, was no valid reason for 
an attempt to arouse opposition to the law with the pur- 
pose of having it annulled or amended. The fact that 
many officers are being removed from the tentative B 
elass, it is pointed out, rather confirms the view that such 
officers should not have been so tentatively classified in 
the first place, but that they could have been informed of 
blemish on their records and given opportunity through 
service to remove or diminish it. 

JAG. of Army Gives Opinion on Evidence. 

The question raised by a major of Field Artillery upon 
which the Judge Advocate General has rendered the above 
mentioned opinion was as to whether (a) “courts of in- 
quiry appointed for officers who have been placed pro- 
visionally in Class B are governed by the same rules of 
evidence as prescribed in the Manual for Courts-Martial, 

1.8. Army, 1917 (corrected to April 15, 1917)” and (b) 
“if opinion, not supported by fact, is admissible.” The 
J.A.G.’s opinion states: 

Section 24b, of the act of June 4, 1920, provides that 
“no officer shall be finally classified in Class B (for dis- 
charge or retirement) until he shall have been given an 
opportunity to appear before a court of inquiry,” and 
that “in such courts of inquiry he shall be furnished with 
a full copy of the official records upon which the pro- 
posed classification is based and shall be given an op- 
portunity to present testimony in his own behalf.” 

The function of a court of inquiry is “‘to examine into 
the nature of any transaction of or accusation or impu- 
tation against any officer or soldier” (Articles of War 
97). The members of a court of inquiry swear that they 
“will well and truly examine and inquire, according to 
the evidence, into the matter before them” (Articles of 
War 100). Such a court ig geverned by the general prin- 
ciples of military law, applying the analogies of a court- 
martial wherever applica 
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. : 
witnesses .before courts of inquiry is corducted sub- 
stantially as before courts-martial.. The inquiry not 
being a judicial proceeding, the court of inquiry jis. noi 
called upon to enforce the rules of law of- evidence su 
strictly as would be, in general, a court-martial,;: but, 
founded as such rules are upon justice as well as logic, 
* will ordinarily be safest and most equitable to observe 
em. 

The 38th Article of War authorizes the President; 
regulations, to prescribe the procedure, including modes 
of proof, “in cases before courts-martial, courts of in 
quiry, military commissions, and other military tri 
bunals.” ‘The rules laid down in the Manual for Courts 
Martial have the force of executive regulation. as au- 
thoritative in the 38th Article of War, and form th: 
only binding rules, except such rules of evidence as ar 
expressly preseribed in the Articles of War, Federal Cor 
stitution or Federal Statutes other than the Articles of 
War. 

Should Observe Rules of Evidence. 

Auswering specifically question (a), it is the opinion 
of this office that courts of inquiry appointed under Sec 
tion 24b, act of June 4, 1920, should in general observe 
the rules of evidence as they are announced or laid down 
iu the Manual for Courts-Martial. subject to the quali 
lications outlined in the preceding paragraph. 

The rules of evidence in general require the exclus‘on 
of opinion evidence. The theory of the rule is that th 
opinion of the Witness is not required, because it is the 
funetion of the judge and jury to formulate, from tlie 
facts testified to, an opinion of the issues involved. Effi 
ciency reports, in so far as they express the opinions «f 
the officers making them concerning the officers reperte:| 
upon, are to be classed as opinion cvidence. The pro 
vision of Section 24b, act of June +4, 1920, ihat the offi 
cer whom it is proposed to place in Class B “shall b 
furnished with a full copy of the official records upon 
which the proposed classification is based, and shall ke 
given an opportunity to present testimony in his own 
behalf’ clearly indicates that it was contemplated that 
the provisional classification may be based upon the offi 
cial records concerning the officer te b° classified, and 
these official records would include euidency reports 
Since the purpose for which the court ef inquiry is con 
vened in a case of this kind is to report unon the justice 
or injustice of the proposed classifieat'~, it is just a 
important that the courts should be informed concerning 
the basis of such classification, in. order to determin 
the sufficiency of such basis, as it is that the officer in 
volved should be so informed in order that he may rebut 
or explain, if he can, such basis. For this reason, even 
if otherwise incompetent, efficiency reports. upon: which 
a proposed classification is based in whole or in part. 
are admissible fur whatever they may be worth, before 
courts of inquiry in these cases. 

Efficiency Reports as “Expert Opinion.” 

Moreover, there are a number of exceptions to the 
general rule stated above against the admission of epin- 
ion evidence. These exceptions are based upon the neces- 
sity of admitting in evidence the opinion of witnesses in 
certain classes of cases in which such opinions are re 
quired by the court in order to formulate its own opinion 
upon the issues involved. Principal among these excep- 
tions is the one admitting the opinions of expert wit- 
nesses based upon facts established in the particular case, 
Efficiency reports, being in part the expression of opinion, 
based upon certain known facts, of the officers who maks 
them, concerning the officers reported upon, are, in a 
sense at least, the expression of expert opinions, because 
the officers making such reports are by their knowledge, 
training and experience peculiarly qualified to express 
opinions as to the efficiency of other officers. For this 
reasop, also, an efficiency report is properly admissible 
before a court of inquiry appointed for an officer placed 
provisionally in Class B, «nd for a like reason the testi- 
mony of the officer who made such report and the testi- 
mony of any other witness qualified to express an opiu- 
ion as to the efficiency of the officer involved are ad- 
missible before such court of inquiry, as is also any 
evidence tending to weaken the effect or diminish the 
weight of such efficiency reports or other expert testi- 
mony. 

Replying specifically to question (b), it is the view 
of this office that the rule of evidence requiring the ex- 
clusion, in general, of opinion evidence is, subject to the 
exceptions above noted and to the qualifications discussed 
above, generally applicable to courts of inquiry ap- 
pointed umder Section 24b, act of June 4, 1920.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Family Travel Allowances. 

An officer who, having completed his duty at a sia- 
tion, is ordered to temporary duty at another station and 
takes his family with him, and before the completion, of 
the temporary duty is ordered to remain on such duty 
permanently, is not entitled to reimbursement of the 
amount he paid for the transportation of his wife or 
dependent child or children. This decision was given 
in the case of a second lieutenant in the Air Service who 
was ordered to temporary duty and “anticipated a per- 
manent change of station by bringing his wife” to his 
temporary station. Previous to the Comptroller giving 
this decision the J.A.G. had rendered an opinion in this 
ease (in which the Comptroller concurs) that reads: 
“The fact that while on such temporary duty orders 
were issued making the change permanent would not in 
the opinion of this office relate back and entitle the offi- 
cer to reimbureement for an expenditure to which he 
was not entitled at the time it was made.’’ The Comp- 
troller adds: “When the change was made permanent 
no travel thereunder was necessary either by the officer 
or his wife. The transportation privileges authorized by 
the statute could not apply. There being no ground upon 
which to base an application for transportation in kind 
at public expense there can not be any valid claim for 
reimbursement.” It is also explained that if the off- 
cer’s wife had remained at the first permanent duty sta- 
tion until the day her husband’s orders were changed 
from temporary to permanent duty it would have been 
the duty of the transportation officer to furnish her with 
transportation in kind. . 

Under this same provision of law the claims of. two 
Army officers for reimbursement for sums expended by 
them for transportation for their respective families are 
decided by the Comptroller. The first case is that of a 
eolonel in the Army who on May 1, 1920, was ordered 
from permanent = Norfolk, Va., to permanent duty 
at San Francisco. e did not leave Norfolk until May 
17, when he went to Washington “to confer with the 
Q.M.G. regarding his new duties and to take advantage 
of the through s wy accommodations “for himself 
that were effective on May 18.” On May 18 he applied 
for transportation for his wife and children when same 
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was available. This claim was disallowed on the 
grounds that the order was effective as soon as. received 
by the officer, “whieh was some days prior to the pas- 
sage of the act.” The second case is that of a captain 
in the Army who was granted leave of absence April 5, 
1920, for two months, at end of which he was to proceed 
to another permanent station. He claimed reimburse- 
ment for the sum expended by him for the transporta- 
tion of his family and the claim was allewed since the 
officcr’s change of station did not take place until the 
expiration of his leave of absence, June 10, 1920, which 
was subsequent to the passage of the act.”

DISCIPLINE AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Two Expulsions jor Hazing. 





Two midshipmen have been expelled from the U.S. 
Naval Academy on proof of having been guilty of haz- 
ing. Secretary of the Navy Daniels stated on Nov. 18. 
The first to be dismissed, Samucl G. Baker, jr. of Se- 
attle, Wash., disclosed his identity when he made a pub- 
lic statement relative to hazng. The name of the see- 
ond midshipman was not disclosed. Rear Admiral Archi- 
bald H. Seales, U.S.N., Superintendent of the academy, 
came to Washington the evening of Nov. 17 and con- 
ferred with Seerstary Daniels on conditions at Annapolis. 
Following the conference the Seeretary said: 

“In October Superintendent Scales found that a re- 
currence of hazing, which breaks out periodically in edu- 
cational institutions, threatened to become epidemic at 
the Naval Academy. Upon his recominendation one mid- 
shipman was d‘smissed promptly after two acts of haz- 
ing had been establivhed, and Admiral Scales was as- 
sured that the department would support his earnest 
efforts to enfo-ee the law’ against hazing. To-night he 
recommended that a second midshipman, guilty of two 
acts of hazing, be dismissed, and he will be separated 
from the Naval Academy for the gocd of the academy 
and the Navy. ¢ 

“Admiral Scales, finding a spirit of unwillingness to 
stamp out hazing on the part of some of the midship- 
men, determined as the first step to adopt preventive 
tactics. He therefore placed the Fourth Class (those 
who entered in October) in separate wings of Bancroft 
Hall and adopted other measures looking to the pre- 
vention of hazing. He has gone to the very root of the 
disease and is dealing justly and firmly with the situa- 
tion. 

“The issue between the authorities at Annapolis and 
a number of midshipmen is that certain midshipmen of 
the upper class claim the right to govern the actions of 
their juniors and enforce practices contrary to the laws 
of Congress and the naval regulations. The law and 
regulations will be upheld.” 

As to the probable disciplining of sixty-two members 
of the upper class for throwing room furnishings from 
Bancroft Hall and other pranks, which the Seerctary 
termed “childish,” no decision had been reached on Nov. 
18, but it was believed likely that these midshipmen 
would not be permitted by the Naval Academy authori- 
ties to attend the Army-Navy football game in New York. 
Action relative to debarring attendance at the contest 
will probably include only midshipmen under restriction 
the day of the game. It was emphatically denied that 
any member of the football squad was implicated in haz- 
ing at the Naval Academy. 

From Annapolis press dispatches reported that the mid- 
shipmen have been on particularly good behavior of late, 
hoping to prevent the rumor that none of them is to ve 
allowed to go to New York for the Army-Navy football 
game from becoming a fact through some overt act. It 
had been rumored on the academy grounds that Rear 
Admiral Scales was considering this truly awful form of 
punishment. This report Admiral Seales also had de- 
nied: An Annapolis dispatch of Nov. 18 reported him 
as saying that not more than eight or ten would be o 
restricted, and that these cases had no connection with 
the recent trouble. They are on account of unsatisfac- 
tery conduct grades caused by smoking and other viola- 
tions of rules. 


Secretary's Statement As to Hazing. 


Secretary Daniels on Noy. 13 announced that he had 
instructed Rear Admiral Scales, U.S.N., to enforce regu- 
lations to the utmost. Hazing, said the Secretary, will 
not be tolerated in any form even if it were necessary 
to dismiss two-thirds of the men attending classes. He 
added: “When I came to the Navy Department there 
were 800 students at the Naval Academy and, although 
there are 2,000 students at this time, the Navy will sur- 
vive if the number were reduced again to 800. The 
presence of insubordinate midshipmen is not desired, for 
men who are being trained to give orders must first learn 
to obey orders. I have the utmost confidence in Ad- 
iniral Seales and he is handling the situation in a thor- 
oughly satisfactory manner.” 

In a statement given out on Nov. 16. relative to haz- 
ing at the Naval Academy, Secretary Daniels said that 
a midshipman at the U.S. Naval Academy who is found 
guilty of hazing is certain to be dismissed so long as 
he is Secretary of the Navy, adding: “I don’t care any- 
thing about him or where he comes from. I recollect 
that twenty Senators and Congressmen came to see me 
about a single case, and I told them they need not have 
come to see me, that I had already acted. Parents come 
to see me when boys fail to pass examinations, or the 
physical tests. I always see all parents of midshipmen 
who desire to make inquiry about their sons at the 
academy. 

“All I have to say is that every recommendation that 
has come to me for dismissal for hazing and the man 
is guilty of hazing, the recommendation has been ap- 
proved by me and the man dismissed, and that rule will 
always be followed. As long as I am here I won't tol- 
erate it a minute. It is one a par with duelling and 
other barbaric things. If a man goes to Annapolis and 
cannot obey orders, he is not*fit to give orders to other 
persons. When Admiral Eberle went to the Naval Acad- 
emy as Superintendent the situation was bad. We had 
to dismiss sixteen men one summer and turn back some 
eighty in one class. Just before Admiral Scales went 
there we had a cleaning up. We turned back many, and 
I teld both admirals the same thing—that there was no 
use fooling with these boys. These boys cost too much 
money to pay them to disobey the rules. 

“I am trustee of the University of North Carolina and 
lad one student indicted and put in the penitentiary for 
hazing. I think a few men in the penitentiary for brutal 
hazing would: be a proper. example... As to the question 
as to what is brutal, the hazers say: ‘We didn‘t do any- 
thing more than make the fellow get under the table,’ 
or something like that. The indignity of it is worse 
sometimes than the physical injury. The worst punish- 
ment you ean give a man is to try. and break his.spirit. 


I have a wholesome contempt for it. If a freshman 
hazed a sophomore I would not think so much of it, but 
I despise a man in authority or high place who vents his 
spleen on a m:n who cannot help himself. Such experi- 
ences are found oftener in military schools than anywhere 
else, because in such institutions the young men are 
taught to disobey and to give orders. There are always 
splendid, fine fellows who will obey orders, and those 
who cannot follow that line have no place in the Naval 
Academy.” 

In connection with reports as to the Nival Academy 
the daily papers have also devoted much space to a 
student revolt at St. John’s School, Annapolis, one of 
the oldest military schools in the country, where Major 
8. C. Leasure, U.S.A., has been commandant since the 
death of Lieut. Col. Duncan Elliot a year ago. Accord- 
ing to press dispatches of Nov. 15, 200 cadets at the 
school “went on strike’ on that day, the four classes of 
students demanding an entire new board of governors 
and a new military commandant. The trouble is said 
to have followed an attempt to suppress all hazing. Later 
oe miata report that the students returned, on pro- 

ion. 


Statement of a Former Midshipman. 

Press dispatches report a statement on Nov. 16 by 
Samuel J. Baker, a former midshipman recently dis- 
missed. According to a Baltimore dispatch to the New 
York World Baker gave the names of midshipmen pun- 
ished on hazing charges and the names of “Plebes” who 
resigned after identifying upper classmen who had hazed 
them. None of these names had been announced pub- 
licly before, it is added. The following midshipmen and 
instances of punishment are named in the statement of 
Baker: 

Mdsn. I. H. Nunn, Third Class, of Arkansas, “Al- 
lowed to resign” following hazing charges. Nunn Jater 
returned as a “plebe” on reappointment. Mdsn. E. C. 
Metcalfe, of Mississippi, Second Class, charged with haz- 
ing; recommended for dismissal: was assigned 100 de- 
merits, placed on probation until Feb. 1 and quartered 
on Reina Mercedes, Mdsn, M. 8S. Q. Weiser, of Phila- 
delphia, accused of hazing; according to Baker. is now 
confined to the Reina Mereedes. Mdsn. ‘I. W. Floyd, of 
Peoria, Ill., a “plebe,” for hazing whom Baker says he 
was dismissed. Floyd’s resignation was accepted the 
same day Baker’s dismissal was announced. Mdsn. J. 
H. Otto, of Philadelphia, resigned after xccusing Mdsn. 
W. L. Holm, of Kansas, W.. D. Parker, of Massachu- 
setts, and E. W. Sweetland, of New York, and who has 
been granted leave of absence pending acceptance of 
his resignation. Two of the midshipmen accused by 
Otis, it is stated, were given 100 demerits, one 75 and 
all are now confined to the Reina Mercedes. 

Admiral Scales an Annapolis dispatch to the World 
quotes as saying: “Some of the statements made by 
Baker were true and some were false. We must remem- 
ber he was a dismissed midshipman who was naturally 
disgruntled.” Admiral Seales declined to differentiate 
between the true and the false statements. 


Press Comment. 

A letter to the Philadelphia Public Ledger signed “A 
Plebe” and dated at the Naval Academy protests against 
reports as to hazing as very much exaggerated. He de- 
scribes “running” of the mildest kind as all he has ob- 
served, such as expecting a plebe, at table, to know the 
desserts, which are posted on a bulletin; the worst 
penalty for not knowing being not to have any of the 
dessert. “There is also much talk about the questions 
asked us,” he adds. ‘These questions for the most part 
are questions concerning naval subjects which every mid- 
shipman should know. 

“If some of these parents,” the letter concludes, “would 
only realize the trouble they cause by writing letters to 
the Superintendent, Congress, ete., complaining of the 
treatment their boys are getting, we would be a Jot 
better off. They must remember that their sons are in 
the Navy now and not at some private school. Our elass 
will very likely get the name of being cowards-and being 
afraid to go through what former plebes have gone 
through. It will probably follow us throughout our 
careers, and all because some people think they know 
more about governing 2,000 young men than the men de 
tailed for the purpose by the United States Government! 
I feel that not a tenth of the present plebe class are in 
favor of segregation, and those that are could very well 
be done without in this Navy.” 

“There are two reasons why the Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy finds it difficult completely to ston haz- 
ing,” says the New York Tribune, “First, the law is 
too drastic; second. the Superintendent can use no dis- 
cretion, and his action-is circumscribed or controlled by 
others. The law, if strictly enforced, would dismiss a 
midshipman for telling a plebe to put his cap on square 
as well as for compelling him to drink ink! It is like 
a statute prescribing electrocution for petty theft as 
well as for murder. For instanee,.a-plebe is hazed harm- 
lessly to-day. His father and mother, his Congressman 
and Senator demand that the upper class man be at once 
dismissed. Next year this same plebe, being an upper 
class man, hazes somebody else. The same father and 
mother, the same Congressman and Senator resist his 
dismissal on the ground that the offense was trivial! 
They charge the Superintendent with undue severity. 
‘The press, the people, the Secretary of the Navy—‘all 
hands’—get into a violent rage, and the Superintendent 
is between the devil and the deep sea. The present situ- 
ation is a good illustration. Mr, Daniels states in ene 
breath that ‘the situation has been exaggerated’; that 
‘it is more in the nature of schoolboy deviltry than haz- 
ing.’ And then he forthwith freths at the mouth and 
threatens to dismiss 1, midshipmen. The remedy is 
quite simple. Permit the Superintendent and the offi- 
cers to manage the Naval Academy. Let them use dis- 
cretion.” 
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FUTURE OF NAVAL WARFARE. 

Rear Admirals Bradley A, Fiske and Caspar F. 
Goodrich, U.S.N., comment on the future of naval war- 
fare in recent letters to the New York Tribune. “I will 
admit at the outset,” writes Admiral Fiske, “that I am 
somewhat handicapped in the diseussion of the subject 
by the fact that I am an inventor and predisposed con- 
stitutionally, therefore, to expect that new inventions 
which attempt to do great things will really be able to 
do them, provided that they are based on correct scien- 
tific principles, and provided further that the cost of 
their development is not prohibitive. At the same time 
I may perhaps be pardoned if-I-state, as an offset to my 
handicap as an inventor, that I have had actual personal 
experience with the development of many (if not most) 


of the radically new inventions -which have modified 


naval warfare during the last half century. I am famil- - 


iar with the developments now going.on in naval aero- 


-. nautiecs, and therefore with the different. phases-of the 


RRR esr SS ES 


opposition te it. . . . It seems to maké no @iffer- 
ence what any new proposal may be, the opposition to 
it is always expressed in the same way. 

The main difficulty found in our Navy (and in all 
navies) in keeping abreast of scientific developments 
lias always been a tendency to regard the problem not 
from the standpoint of the future, but the standpoint of 
the past. In this connection I hope I may be pardoned 
if I seem to depreciate the great work that Mahan did, 
if f point out that Maban was not so much a navai 
strategist as a naval historian. Mahan dealt almost 
wholly with the past. - Mahan was not at all 
an engineer or an inyentor, and for this reason it would 
be extremely dangerous to be guided wholly py his writ- 
ings in planning for the future. It must be borne in 
mind that while the principles of strategy are everlasting, 
the practice of strategy is exceedingly changeable. It 
may also be pointed out that the reason for its change- 
ability is mainly the changes which our rapidly develop- 
ing civilization has introduced and is still introducing 
into naval war. 

“Most of the men who oppose the strenuous develop- 
ment of aeronautics have not studied carefully the possi- 
bilities of aeronautics... This is unfortunate, for as 
‘Quarterdeck’ says, now is the time to ‘stop, look. listen’ 
—that is, to study thoroughly the possibilities of aero- 
nauties. Above all, we must experiment. In the opin- 
ion of many of us, aeronautics is destined to bring about 
a revolution in warfare in comparison with which the 
revolution in warfare brought about by the invention of 
the gun was like a vaudeville performance.” 

Admiral Goodrich writes: “I gather that ‘Quarter- 
deck’ deprecates building more large battleships until a 
thorough study of the possibilities of naval development 
is made by competent men guided by the experience of 
the World War. If I understand his contention. this is 
the moment for careful investigation, for which ample 
time exists, and not for continuance and enlargement of 


“the present building program, which may be found nn- 


wise. Surely his is a conservative stand, to be praised 
rather than blamed. He may be wrong in his views as 
to material: he may be right. ‘The issue he leaves loy- 
ally to the judgment of experts.”

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HAYVEIAN COURT OF INQUIRY. 
President of Republic Testifies in Marine Corps Charges. 

President Sudre Dartiguenave, of the Republic of 
Haiti, was the principal witness on Nov.-11 before the 
Navy court of inquiry sitting in Port-au-Prince to in- 
vestigate the charge of the indiscriminate killins of 
Ha‘tian natives by members of the U.S. Marine Corps. 
He spoke through an interpreter and, according to an 
Associated Press dispatch, in answering a direct ques- 
tion if he had knowledge regarding alleged indiscrim- 
inate killings, he said: “Officially, no. I have heard of 
regrettable acts perpetrated at Hinche, St. Mare, Croixes 
Douqguets, Grande Revera du Nord, Mirebalais and Las 
Colhidas.” Victims or their parents, he ‘said, had never 
brought their grievances to him because leaders of the 
revolution gave them to understand there was no Haitian 
chief of state. The people, with a few exceptions, he 
believed, rejoiced at the coming of the Americans. They 
were expecting their liberty, prosperity and respect for 
their persen and property, but compulsory road Jabor 
las been practiced despite advice by the counsel of the 
government. This had given rise to discontent, which 
led to the revolt of the Cacos bandits. “Misdeeds, how- 
ever, are always possible in cases of repression,” he 
added. 

Asked if he had knowledge of any cases where marines 
who had been aecused had not been tried, the President 
said: “Not having had to report any acts of violence or 
repression, I had no interest in finding if persons en- 
gaged in the naval service who might be guilty of such 
acts had been tried by the naval court. My answers to 
these questions show I had no means at my disposal to 
prove the existence of cases of homicide or violence that 
may have been committed by the marines.” 

{dmiral Knapp’s Further Report. 

The State Department made public on Nov. 12 an- 
other report made by Rear Admiral Harry 8. Knapp, 
ULS.N., concerning the American administration of af- 
fairs in Haiti. The natives prefer the methods of the 
United States marines to those of the gendarmerie of 
the island, Admiral Knapp states, adding that nowhere 
did he encounter opposition to American administration 
of affairs. “I was told,” he said, “that the people re- 
gard the marines as their friends, but that they did not 
wish to be left to the care of the gendarmerie. I in- |. 
quired the reason for this opinion and was told that thé 
rank and file of the gendarmerie were people apt to rob. 
“IT bave no doubt that this fear of the Haitians is too 
well founded. It has been and is the constant effort of 
ihe gendarmerie officers to instil a higher code into the 
men, and this is succeeding in large measure, but it can- 
not be expected that the entire force will nem its 
habit of thinking by being placed in uniform and sub- 
jected to military control. It is unfortunate and is not, 
I believe, a reflection on the gendarmerie officers.” 


Court Resumes Hearings. 

The court of inquiry resumed its sittings at Port-au- 
Prince on Noy. 17 with Adolph Bourgot, a native who in 
1917 was acting as corporal in the Haitian gendarmerie, 
us the principal witness. According to an Associated 
Press dispatch, Bourgot made the direct charge that 
Kreeman Lang, formerly a corporal in the U.S. Marine 
Corps and a lieutenant in the Haitian gendarmerie, 
killed three Haitian prisoners at Hinche in 1917. The 
witness testified that “during the attack, which lasted 
half an hour, the three Haitians were in prison. When 
ihe attack ended Lang ordered them out, shooting the 
first one in the back. The others were brought out 
singly, meeting the same fate in the same way. I was in 
the prison yard with other natives seeking safety.” An- 
swering a request by Major Jesse F. Dyer, judge advo- 
cate, to identify Lang, if present, the witness arose and 
pointed across. the table at Lang, who was in court. He 
is now in business in Hinche, and was granted the right 
to defend himself with counsel. 

Lieut. Cols. R. 8S. Hooker and L. McC. Little, U.S. 
M.C., also testified. Colonel Hooker described the Janu- 
ary attack on Port-au-Prince, saying that sixty-six had 
been killed. He declared that the attack was made in 
order to bolster the bandit cause. Colonel Little testified 
that the only complaint from President Dartiguenave had 
been investigated and found to be incorrect. The presi- 





_ dent charged that a drunken marine doctor -had as- 


caulted a judge. Colonel Little declared that an investi- 
gation revealed that-a hespital rentice while on leave 
became drunk, assaulted. and slightly injured a judge’s 


clerk. 
At the session of the court on Nov. 18 Meratus Touis- 
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sant, a native gendarme, testified that Freeman Lang 
called a pfisoner from :the Hinche Jail in 2191S; .ques- 
tioned him and killed him with a machine gun: at ten 
paces while the prisoner was walking quietly away. ‘The 
witness denied that the victim was trying to escape when 
he was killed. Touissant also testified that he saw Lang 
apply the electric current running from a wireless ap- 
paratus to a prisoner to make,the man talk. Asked in 
cross-examination if the application proved fatal, the 
witness replied: “I cannot say, but he died in prison 
two days later.” : 

Adolph Bourgot stuck stedfastly to hig story during a 
severe cross-examination on Nov. 18 conducted by Licut. 
Clem V. Rault, M.C.D.S., who is acting as counsel for 
ang. Bourgot described minutely the manner in which 
the prisoners were killed, saying that he was seven feet 
away when the natives were brought out by a sergeant 
on Lang’s order and shot in quick succession. “I saw 
Lang take a revolver from his holster and fire while the 
sentry stood before the door,” Bourgot deelared. “I saw 
the men fall with my own eyes.” He denied that he had 
been imprisoned in connection with communicating with 
bundits. A special dispatch to the New York Tribune 
states that “Freeman Lang took the stand in his own de- 
fense to-day [Nov. 18]. For two hours before the naval 
board he maintained that the three prisoners were shot 
when they attempted to escape.” It gives no ether de- 
tails of his testimony.

Basing his operations ‘on reports that the Sevict 
cavalry leader, General Budenny, bad deserted with his 
troops and was coming to the aid of th» so-called White 
army, General Wrangel extended his lines in October in 
a bread are from the Black Sea to the Nea of Azov.

NAVY G.C.M. CASES. : 

Lieut. Robert B. Carney, U.S.N., was found guilty by a 
G.C.M, July 27, 1920, on board the U.S.S. Prairie of conduct 
io the prejudice of good order and discipline. The court 
therefore sentenced him to lose five numbers in his temporary 
erade of lieutenant and five numbers in his permanent grade 
of lieutenant, junior grade.

to compromise the character or reputation of the offender as 
an officer, or to cases that have brought reproach or scandal 
upon the naval service: The Secretary of the egy 4 on Sept. 1 
approved the proceedings, findings and sentence, but remitted 
the loss of numbers. (C.M.O; 118,Sept. 23, 1920, Navy Dept.) 

Lieut. (T) Walter L. Hawk (B), U.S.N., was tried by 
G.C.M. Feb. 7, 1920, on board the U.8.S. Galveston,- Con- 
stantinople, Turkey, and found guilty of the following charges:

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ARMY AND NAVY IN FOOTBALL. 


The twenty-third contest since 1890 between Army and 
Navy football teams will occur at the Polo Grounds, 
New York city, on Nov. 27.

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GENERAL FRIES VISITS LAKEHURST. 
Lakehurst Proving Ground, N.J., Nov. 16, 1920. 

The arrival of Brig. Gen. A. A. Fries, Chief of Chemical 
Warfare Service, at Lakehurst Proving Ground on the after- 
noon of Nov. 12 was loudly acclaimed by the salute of eleven 
75mm. guns. To this salute, perfectly timed by the Artillery

See G.O. 56 for 
grading and classifying of enlisted men under the new law 

J. C..M. asks: Am I entitled to wear service ribbons and 
chevrons earned while serving in the Brifish army during the 
great war? Answer: Circular No. 125, March 13; 1919, ~ pro 
vides: ‘‘Officers and enlisted men-of tne-U:S. Army who served 
in the armies of any co-belligerent with the United States in 
the present war are autirorized to -wear chevrons or badges 
denoting such service which may have been awarced to them 
by the government of a country in whose army they served.'’ 
The act of June 30, 1919, — ‘*‘That American citizens 
who have received, since Aug. 1, 1914, decorations or medals 
for distinguished service in the armies or in connection with 
the field service of those nations engaged in war against the 


Imperial German Government, shall, on entering the military 
service of the United States, be permitted to wear such 
medals or decorations. That any and all members of the 


military forces of the United States serving in the present 
war be permitted and authorized to accept, during the present 
war or within one year thereafter, from the government of 
any of the countries engaged in war with any country with 
which the United States is or shall be concurrently likewise 
engaged in war, such decorations, when tendered, as are con- 
ferred by such rer upon the members of its own 
military forces; . . officer or enlisted man of the 
military forces of the "United States is hereby authorized to 
accept and wear any medal or decoration heretofore bestowed 
by the government of any of the nations cone urrently engaged 
with the United States in the present war. 

RETIRED WARRANT PAY.—Although it appears that no 
one -has -been able to determine what allowances Congress in- 
tended should go to the retired enlisted men who were recalled 
to active duty during the war and served therein as commis- 
sioned officers,*there is no doubt that they are to receive the re- 
tired pay of warrant.officers. We are informed that amounts 
due on this basis, excluding allowances, have been calculated 
from June 4 and paid in September and since. Some cor- 
respondents tell us they have not received their pay on the new 
asis. Enlisted men who were retired at any time prior to 
June 4, 1920, and served as commissioned officers during the 
war and have. returned. to the enlisted retired status, if not 
now being. paid the - retired. pay of warrant officers, should 
make application to .the Finance Officer, War Department, 
D.C., giving 2 statement of their service during 
the war and date of retirement. 

BAND LEADER asks: Sec. 4a, amended National Defense 
act, provides for “ . Warrant officers, including band 
leaders, who shall hereafter be warrant. officers.” (1) Has it 
been . officially .determined that all present band leaders must 
apply for appointment as warrant officers if they wish to con- 
tinue as band leaders? (2) e have in mind a band leader 
who in March next would be entitled to retirement as an eon- 
listed man, by reason of thirty years’ service. He has been 
a band leader for twenty years and held a line commission dur- 
ing the war. He now holds (as band leader) the grade of 
master sergeant. If he beecomes.a warrant officer his retire 
ment could not be effected next.March under the conditions 
applying to enlisted men. Could he continue as band leader 
in the grade of master sergeant until next March and then 
retire in that grade, or being a band leader is he obliged to 
apply for the warrant grade! Answer: (1) Yes. (2) It is 
presumed that this man had not made application and thus will 
not be appointed a warrant officer. If he desires retirement 
at an early date he must depend upon the provisions of law 
for retirement of erilisted men, for of these he conid not take 
advantage if he became a warrant oflicer. Not having qualified 
for warrant officer (band. leader), he will be reduced prior to 
the time he ‘becomes cligible for retirement next Marc),

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THE FIRST DIVISION REUNION. 

Camp Dix, N.J., Nov. 13, 1920. 
The reunion of the 1st Division at Camp Dix, N.J., on Nov. 
10 and 11, already noted in the Army and Navy Journal of 
Nov. 13, brought together the survivors of a band of warriors 

surpassed by none who went to war in the name of America. 
The morning of the first day was spent in greeting the in- 
coming hosts of former members and seeing to their comforts 
during the visit, after which a monster meeting of the society of 
the Ist Division was held in the War Department (Liberty) 
Theater. Among the most impertant of the measures passed by 
the members were amendments authorizing the organization of 
branch societies in the different states of the Union; vacancies 


in the Board of Directors filled for a period of one year. A 
proposed amendment to the by-laws throwing open membership 
to men who had served at least one year with the division was 
defeated. 

The maneuvers of Nov. 10 have been described. On Armistice 
Day the ist Division relived its wonderful history by means of 
a mammoth serpentine pageant, in which old and new, high 
rank and low, marched side by side through memorial arches 
representing the different epochs of their experience. From the 
St. Nazaire Arch, represented by the typical French freight car, 
with the familiar ‘‘40-Hommes—8 Chevaux’’ painted on its side, 
through the Gondrecourt Sector, Cantigney, Soissons, St. 
Mihiel, Meuse-Argonne and Sedan Arches the three-mile column 
marched, four abreast, and finally passed in respectful silence 
through the last arch, erected in memory of the 5,300 men of 
the Ist Division who made the supreme sacrifice. 

Massing before the speakers’ stand, the assembled multitude 
listened to thrilling addresses by Major General Charles P. Sum- 
merall, division commander, followed by General Pershing, who 
paid a glowing tribute to the 1st Division in his speech, voicing 
“a peculiar pride in being present to participate in the celebra- 
tion.’’ Continuing, the General said, in part: ‘The 1st Division 
has done more than set a physical example. It has set an 
example for love of service unequaled by any of our organiza- 
tions. The history of this splendid organization and the inspira- 
tion it gave, not only to the A.E.F.,- but to our entire country 
as well, is a treasure, and will be cherished, especially in the 
military service, forever.” In his closing remarks General 
Pershing reminded that “while we are enjoying this day, let 
us not forget those left behind in France—those whose names 
we will remember, and whose deeds we will cherish in our 
memory, forever!” Fifteen wounded veterans of the 1st Divi- 
sion, who came up from Walter Reed Hospital, were decorated 
with the French fourragere by General Pershing, and, after the 
thousands stood at the salute to the “Star Spangled Banner,” 
the various organizations marched with their honored guests to 
an immense open-air dining hall, where the annual reunion 
dinner of the society of the 1st Division was held. Sports, 
consisting of boxing and football, followed, completing the last 
day ef one of the greatest conventions in the history of the 
American Army.
